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TROLLEY CAR IN NET OF 
WRIGGLING, FIERY WIRES 


Passengers Terrified by Flames 
and Blinding Flashes of Light. 


BRIDGE CARS LONG TIED UP 


Surface Lines in Brooklyn Paralyzed— 
Trouble Caused by Trolley Pole 
on the Rampage. 


4 rampant trolley pole, which tore down 
® mass of power-carrying wires, caused 
a complete tie-up of trolley traffic on the 
Brooklyn Bridge for about three hours 
yesterday afternoon, resulting in a big 
jam of Sunday travelers in the Park Row 
terminal. 

The accident happened at 1:20 o'clock. A 
car of the Seventh Avenue line, crossing 
from Manhattan, was swinging from the 
south roadway of the bridge into Sands 
Street, on the Brooklyn side, when the trol- 
ley pole jumped from the wire gnd began to 
play havoc. The car was on the down grade 


at the time and ran along Sands Street for 
about fifty feet before-it could be brought 
to a standstill. At this point there is a 
perfect network of trolley and feed wires. 
The released pole tore down every wire it 
came in contact with, and ripped its way 
through the network until the car was 
stopped. 

The wrecking of the wires was followed 
by an awe-inspiring display of electrical 
pyrotechnics. Sheets of dazzling white 
flame shot forth from the broken feed 
wires, and shafts of blinding light flashed 
out*in all directions. Wires fell about the 
car writhing and spluttering like so many 
fiery snakes, and the frightened passengers 
made a rush to get out. The conductor, 
however, pushed them back, telling them 
they were safer in the car than outside 
emong the squirming and twisting * live 
lines. 

The tearing down of the wires stalled all 
the cars on the streets leading to the 
bridge and practically paralyzed trolley 
traffic in that séction of the borough. The 
tie-up was made complete when the cur; 
rent was shut off at the power house to en~- 
able the electricians to repair the damage 
done. Men were hurried to the scene from 
gill the down-town repair stations and about 
fifty were soon at work. 

There was 2 long line of stalled cars on 
either roadway of the bridge. After wait- 
ing until they tired for’the cars to start 
again the passengers got out and walked to 
either Park Row or the Brooklyn side. 

The tie-up occurred at a time when the 
crowds brought out by the pleasant weath- 
er were flocking to Park Row to také cars 
for Coney Island and other Sunday resorts 
in Brooklyn. In a little while there was a 
’ big crush of people in the Manhattan ter- 
minal, and when it was seen that the trol- 
ley cars were not running“a rush was made 
for the elevated railroad trains up stairs. 
The trains running out to the suburbs were 
crowded to the gates ‘while the trolley 
blockade lasted. 

The repairs to the wires were completed 
ft about 4 o’clock, and soon after that the 
cars were running as usual across the 
bridge. 

Altogether the day was one of trouble 
for trolley travelers in Brooklyn. In addi- 
tion to the long tie-up in the afternoon, 
passengers ‘were confused all day by the 
running of cars over strange roytes when 
epproaching or leaving the bridge in Brook- 
jyn. This was due to the fact that the 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company was 
taking advantage of the Sunday lull in 
street traffic to put down new rails and 
switches at the crossing at the intersec- 
tion of Fulton, Adams, Joralemon, and 
‘Willoughby Streets and Court Square. 

A big gang of men was at work there all 
Saturday night, yesterday, and last night, 
and because of the torn-up condition of 
things no cars could be sent through at that 
point. A dozen lines cross where the re- 
pair work was being done, and during the 
day the cars of these lines had to follow 
roundabout routes in getting to and from 
the bridge. As a result the conductors had 
p hard time of it explaining matters to 


the passengers. 


A NEW POST FOR CURZON. 


He Is Appointed Lord Warden of the 
Cinque Ports. 


LONDON, March 27.—It is officially an- 
fhounced that Baron Curzon of Kedleston, 
Viceroy of India, has been appointed Lord 
Warden of the Cinque Ports, in succession 
to the late Marquis of Salisbury. 


Lord Curzon is now on his way to Eng- 
jand, having completed the usual term as 
Viceroy of India. It is not in accordance 
with custom for a Viceroy to leave India 
until] his term of office has expired, and it 
is understood that the British Government 
regards the post as vacant at the present 
time. 

It was, however, generally believed that 
Lord Curzon would be reappointed Viceroy 
after a rest of some months in England. 
His administration of the office has’ been 
regarded as one of the most successful in 
the history of India, while his wife, for- 
merly Miss Leiter, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Levi Z. Leiter of Washington, has 
been extremely popular. 

Lord Curzon’s appointment to the Lord 
Wardenship of the Cinque Ports makes it 
highly improbable that he will return to 
India. As Lord Warden he will be Governor 
of Dover Castle; will have jurisdiction as 
Admiral of the Cinque Ports, (Dover, Hast- 
ings, Romney, Hythe, and Sandwich,) and 
will have the powers of a Lord Lieutenant 
of a county, being entitled to appoint Jus- 
tices of the Peace. The Lord Warden pre- 
sides over the Portmote, or Parliament of 
the Cinque Ports, and also has high judi- 
cial duties. 

Residence at Walmer Castle has always 
been pegarded as one of the duties of the 
Lord Warden. In spite of the various du- 
ties, the office which Lord Curzon is to 
hold is unpaid, the only emolument being 
the right of residence at the castle. 

Many famous men have held the office, 

. Among them the first Duke of Wellington, 
whose bedroom at the castle is religiously 
reserved in the condition he left it; Lord 
Palmerston. Lord Granville, and Lord Dutf- 


ferin. 
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CRASH ON A TF RESTLE. 


Fire Below, and Trolley Cars Running 
Through Smoke Collide, 


A spectacular fire which lighted up the 
Hudson River occurred last evening in Ho- 
boken. While the flames were raging there 


i cars ascending the long inclined railroad 
trestle rising from the ferry to Jersey City 
Heights. The collision was directly due to 
the fire, as the motormen were running 
blindly through the dense smoke. 

The fire started about 6:40 o’clock in the 


wanna Railroad, just north of the yards in 
Hoboken. That department occupied a 
compartment about 150 feet long in a two- 
story frame building 35 feet wide and 
about 1,600 feet in length. Just east of 
this frame building is a long brick building, 
the ground <loor of which is used by the 


United States Express Company’s Lacka- 
Wanna department and the upper part of 
which is used by the Lackawanna. : 

The fire was a brilliant one and its re- 
flection ‘could be seen for miles. Dense 
clouds of smoke were thrown off. The rub- 
ber and other insulating material made this 
black and thick. 

The flames were finally confined to the 
section in which they started. 

Chief Applegate estimated the loss at 
from $20,000 to $25,000. An official of the 
railroad. placed the loss at not less than 
$100,000, and said it might be $150,000. He 
said that all the supplies for the Morris and 
Essex and Eastern Divisions were in the 
room. 

When the smoke was most dense the 
trolley cars crashed at the Willow Avenue 
Station, almost over the burning building. 
A Court House car in charge of Motor- 
man Cazazza and Conductor Michael Len- 
hoff had stopped at the station. A Union 
Hill car, operated by Elias Frey with 
Cc. Russ as conductor, was close behind. 
Frey could not see in the smoke, and 
did not know how near he was to the sta- 
tion until he ran into the rear of the car 
ahead. 

There were ten passengers in the Court 
House car, and all were standing well aoe 
ward, trying to see the fire below. The | 
collision sent them to the floor in a“heap. 
One man’s fright hand and arm were driven 
through a window. He rushed out of the 
car to the platform and then to the street, 
looking for a doctor. Mrs. Minnie Bushing 
of 218 Clinton=Avenue, Jersey City, was 
picked up unconscious, and it was at first 
believed she was badly hurt. She had only 
fainted, however. Mrs. James Meyer of 
Communipaw Avenue, Jersey City, report- 
ed losing a watch. She is supposed to 
have dropped it while crowding from the 
ear. All of the passengers in the car were 
bruised. 


PASTOR ANGERS FLOCK. 


The Rev. J. A. Fisher’s Voice Drowned 
by Protests in Cleveland Church.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, March 27.—Scenés of 
disorder and the exchange of angry words 
marked the farewell sermon at the fash- 
ionable Franklin Avenue Congregational 
Church to-day of the Rev. John Alfred 
Fisher, who came to this city from Brook- 
lyn last November. Mr. Fisher has ex- 
pressed views in his pulpit that did not suit 
his congregation, and at a secret meeting 
last week it was decided to ask him to re- 
sign at once, the Trustees agreeing to give 
him $300 in leu of the salary for the next 
three months, the duration of his contract. 

Mr. Fisher agreed to resign and has ar- 
ranged to go on the lecture platform. But 
he could not refrain from taking a last 
shot at his congregation and this morning 
preached on “‘ Liberty ” to a crowded house. 
Nothing unusual was expected, and a sen- 
sation was caused when, referring to the 
slavery of human beings, Mr. Fisher said: 

“I say to you that the man that attempts 
to bind the intellect is lower a thousand 
times than he who places manacles on the 
body of his fellow-man. I would rather be 
a peasant, humble and lowly, than a poten- 
tate bound down to the shibboleth of 
dogma. The Bible has been set up as a 
fetich to be worshipped, and yet the Lord 
Jesus Christ wrote not a line of it. Why 
should we then look upon it as a decree of 
the Most High?” 

An uproar arose. Some of his hearers ap- 
plauded, while others left the building. In 
the noise that ensued the pastor’s voice was 
drowned. He finally was heard to ask 
above the din of voices: “‘ Is there anything 
the matter?” 

Thomas Henderson, a deacon, replied: 
“Yes, there is something the matter. This 
man came to us pretending to be a minis- 
ter of the Gospel.” —_ 

Mr. Fisher was not allowed to preach this 
evening. He formerly held the pulpit of 
the late Dr. Scudder in Brooklyn, and came 
here bearing recommendations of Dr. Cox 
of New York. He says he never will ac- 
cept another pastorate, but will devote all 
his time to lecturing.

That Miss Russell was engaged to Mr. 
Yorke was first announced in February, 
and then denied. However, a fortnight 
ago the formal announcement of the en- 
gagement was made. 

Miss Russell has been identified with 
theatricals so long that those who fol- 
low theatrical affairs are inclined to re- 
gard her as of more years than are in- 
dicated by her appearance.

Bind, Burn, and Beat Him and Put Red 
Pepper in His Mouth.

.READING, Penn., March 27.—Bound 
hand and foot, with a box of pepper in his 
mouth, which gave pain to every breath, 
ané@ with his feet, wrists, and chest ter- 
ribly burned, William McNeight, a junk 
dealer, seventy-four years old, lay, for 108 
hours on the floor of his cabin, the victim 
of three masked burglars, who had tried 
to force him to disclose the hiding place 
of his savings. 

McNeight was attacked in his cabin last 
Tuesday evening.

JUSTICE HOLBROOK DEAD. 


His Career in the Army, at the Bar, and 
on the Bench. 


Justice Willam Cunhe Holbrook of the 
Court of Special Sessions died yesterday at 
his residence, 16 West One Hundred and 
Sixteenth Street, after an illness of only 


two weeks. He had been ill from an attack 
of grip, but there were hopes of recovery 
until Saturday morning. His condition then 
vecame critical, and his death followed last 
night. ; 

Justice Holbrook was born in Brattle- 
borough, Vt., in 1842. He was educated in 
public schools and was graduated at the 
Harvard Law School. He served as Lieu- 
tenant and Adjutant of the Fourth Ver- 
mont Volunteers, Sixth Corps, Army of the 
Potomac, and as Major and Colonel of the 
Seventh Volunteers, Department of the 
Gulf, during the civil war. He was twice 
brevetted for gallantry and efficient ser- 

vices. 

At the close of the war he was admitted 
to the New York bar, and took up his res- 
idence in this city. He was for a time a 
member of the law firm of Barret, Brins- 
made & Barret, afterward Brinsmade & 
Holbrook. He was appointed Justice of the 
Court of Special Sessions by Mayor Strong 
in July, 1895, and his term would not have 
expired until July 1, 1907. He was a mem- 
ber of the Army and Navy and the Harlem 
Clubs, the Loyal Legion, the New England

‘| MILES OF BLAZING RIVER. 


| Ol! Main in Ohio Breaks and Miscreant 
Starts Fluid Burning. 

BEREA, March 27.—Rocky. River for : 
eight miles is a stream of fire, the sur- 
face being covered with burning oil. 

This is due to the bursting of the Stand- 
ard Oil twelve-inch pipe line bringing the 
{ oil from the fields of Indiana and the Lima 
oil wells to Cleveland at Liverpool, four- 
| teen miles southwest of ‘this town. The 
| oil spread quickly from bank to bank, and 

began to flow down the river toward Co- 
| lumbia Centre, a small village three miles 
} below Liverpool. 

It was noticed by the farmers near Liv- 
erpool, who quickly sounded the alarm and 
notified all points down the river by tele- 
phone of the impending danger? 

At Columbiu Centre some one set fire to 

‘ the oll. The blaze ran backward, and the 
| stream became a river of fire, the flames 
mounting up from the surface of the water 
ten to fifteen feet, with a huge vol- 
|

ume of dark, black smoke above. The 
course of the river could be marked as it 
wound its way through the hills to’ Liver- 
pool back to where the break in the main 
was located. 

At 11 o'clock it had reached aad 


five miles down the river from Livérpool 
The farmers had been aroused all through 
the countryside, their attention having been 
called to the danger either by the volumes 
of black smoke which rolled skyward over 
the river or by the telephones, which are in 
general use. 

Work of building a dam was begun above 
Westview at-a plaee -where it is believed 
that the fiery flood can be stayed, and thus 
save the village, which is built closely about 


the river banks. 
The home of J. Madison, near Liverpool, 


caught fire and was totally destroyed, as 
well as the, barns of the place and all their 
contents, Fences within many hundred 
feet of the river have been destroyed, and 
the flames are so fierce that the ground 
is being burned bare, in spite of the fact 
that in the last weeks successive rains and 
srows have dampened everything. 

The people have been warned for the 
ertire length of the river. It is hoped 
that the force of men, now numbering sev- 
eral hundred,- will be able to cope with 
the fire and keep it confined about West- 
view until the supply of oil coming’ from 
the pipe is exhausted. 

The Standard officials arrived from 
Cleveland-and are on their way to the leak 
with tools, and every effort is being made 
to shut the oil off. Thousands of barrels 
of. oil have already been consumed. 

Should’ the fire get past Westview the 
losses will be extremely heavy, as there are 
@ number of villages and hamlets in addi- 
tion to large manufacturing plants clos tg 
the river.

The accident occurred on the transverse 
road, at Eighty-sixth Street, just west of 
the tunnel, near Fifth Avenue. The trolley 
trécks occury most of the roadway, and 
‘there is not room for a vehicle to pass 
between the curb and the outer rail on 
either side. 

The machine which Jaeger drove was 
a large cne, and he told the police that it

DASH OF DESTROYER 
FOILS BOTTLING PLAN 


Small Russian “Boat Balks 
Attempt to Seal Port Arthur. 


FOUR HULKS: ARE BEACHED 


Fate of Japanese Crews In Doubt— 
Russian Destroyer Badly Battered 
—Togo Declines a Battle. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 27.—An offl- 
cial dispatch sent from Port Arthur to’ the 
Emperor by Vice Admiral Makaroff: says 


| that at 1 o’clock’ this morning the Russian 


Searchlights discovered four large- mier- 
chant steamers making for the entrance 
to the harbor, supported by six Japanese 
torpedo beats, evidently with the purpose 
of blocking the inner roadstead. 

A heavy fire was opened on them by the 
batteriés and some warships. The torpedo 
boat Silni, commanded by Lieut. Krinzki, 
turned the merchant vessels from their 
course by blowing up the prow of the first 
and then boldly attacked the enemy’s tor- 
pedo boats. In the fierce fight which fol- 
lowed, Chief. Engineer Swyereff of the 
Silni and six-marines were killed, and the 


} coramander and twelve men were wounded. 


The Japanese plan to block the entrance 
to Port Arthur was frustrated, however, 
and the channel is stil) clear. 

It is said that one Russian ‘torpedo. boat 
was sunk in the engagement, but’ it tis 
thought the vessel can be refloated. Unof- 


| ficial reports say also that the Japanese 


lost two torpedo boats and that only one 
boat’s crew escaped from the sunken 
steamships. 


TEXT OF THE DISPATCH. 


Vice Admiral Makaroff’s telegram was as 
follows: 

“‘I beg most humbly to report that at 2 
o'clock this morning the enemy made a sec- 
ond attempt to block the entrance to the 
inner roadstead. For this purpose they 
dispatched four large merchant steamers, 
convoyed by six torpedo boats, to the ens 
trance. ; : 

“The enemy’s*ships were promptly dis- 
covered by the searchlights and were bom- 
barded by the batteries and by the qvare- 
ships Bohr amt Otvajny. 

“Fearing the enemy’s ships ‘might break 
through, Lieut. Krinizki, commanding ‘the 
guard torpedo boat. Silni,. attacked. the 
enemy and destroyed the bow of the. fore, 
most. Japanese steamer with | a . torpedo. 
This steamer turned to the right and was 
followed by two others, with the result that 
the three were stranded to the right of the 
entrance.« A fourth steamer went to the 
right of the enemy’s ships, and likewise 
sank to the side of the fairway. 

“ The Silnithen battled with the enemy’s 
six torpedo boats. Engineer Artificer Swy- 
ereff and six seamen were killed, and the 
commander and twelve seamen were 
wounded. 

“At daybreak the enemy's battleship and 
cruiser squadrons appeared, and I proceed- 
ed with the-fleet under my charge to meet 
the enemy. 

“The second attempt.of the Japanese to 
block the entrance to Port Arthur has 
failed, thanks to the’ energetic defense by 
the’sea and land forces, who acted as they 
did during the first attempt. 

“The harbor remains, perfectly clear.” 


DAMAGED TORPEDO BOAT SAVED. 


A further telegram to the Emperor from 
Viee Admiral Makaroff says: 

“T respectfully. report that)’ the ‘enemy 
having withdrawn, 1 returned tu the harbor 
with the fleet. ws 

“The torpeda- boat destroyer. Silni, which 
gtranded on a reef in consequence of dam- 
age caused to her engines by one_of the 
enemy’s shells, was floated ‘durifig” the 
course of the night’ and entered the har- 
bor, thanks to the energy of her crew. 
Her commander, Lieut. Krinizki, ~yho was 
slightly wounded: in. the arm, .did not, quit 
his post. 

“On the fireships were infernal’ machines, 
the wires connected with which were cut 
by Lieut. Kedroff and. Ensign Pilsouds::y 
of the-icregulars, whom I dispatched on 
this task. Thev boarded one of the steam- 
ers as soon as it stopped, cut the electric 
wire, and ‘extinguished. “the ‘fire, which 
Wnulé have iit up ‘the entrance of the-har- 
bor to the enemy in the roadstead. 

“In the morning .a floating mine was 
found bearing an infernal machine, but 
the latter was successfully removed.! t 
“thapection made showed: that ” the 
f steamers utilized as firéships were Not old. 
They were each of about 2,000 tons, and 
they were armed with light: calibre guns.” 


GEN. SMIRNOFF'S VERSION.

“A ‘boat left each of the sunken ships 
carrying their crews. One of these is be- 
Heved to have been picked up. 

“Toward 4 o'clock A. M. 
torpedo boats retired ahd the bombardment 
ceased. Vice Admiral Makaroff at once 
proceeded in a steam launch to inspect the 
enemy's sunken steamers. 

“The enemy’s torpedo boats reappeared 
at 6 o'clock this morning. They were sight- 
ed south of Port Arthur and the batteries 
reopened 6n them. Toward 6 o'clock the en- 
emy’s squadron appeared on the horizon 
and ours steatned out to meet it. At 6:30 


the batteries opened. fire. 

“Our ships’ batteries soon ceased, the 
Japatiese drawing off to the southeast, evi- 
dently declining an engagement. At 10 
o'clock they disappeared below the hori- 
zon.”" * 

Viceroy Alexieff has sent a dispatch 
which shows that the Russian fleet re- 
muined under the guns of the fort when 
it left the harbor in to-day’s engagement. 
t ceased fire immediately, in view of the 
great distance of the enemy's squadron. 
At 9:15 o'clock the entire Russian squadron 
lined up in the roadstead, when the Ja- 
panese squadron grew off in a southeaster- 
ly direction, and towards 10 o'clock disap- 
peered below the horizon. 

REJOICING IN ST. PETERSBURG. 


The news of the repulse of Vice Admiral 
Togo’s second attempt to block Port Ar- 
thur created much rejoicing in the Rus- 
sian capital, and among all classes the 
gallantry of the Silni and her commander 
is the subject of high praise, but above all 
the moral effect of Vice Admiral Maka- 
roff’s willingness to engage the enemy, 
showing that he considered himself strong 
enough to fight, produced a big impression. 

In high official circles this new effort to 
bottle up the Russian fleet is looked upon 
as meaning only one thing, namely, that 
the Japanese are preparing for a heavy 
landing of troops in the Gulf of Liao-Tung, 
either at Niu-Chwang or on the west coast 
of the Manchurian neutral zone, to effect 
which in safety the immobility of Viceroy 
Makaroff?’'s fleet is absolutely essential. 

If the attempt had succeeded, it would 
have required several days, at least, to 
blow up the steamers and clear away the 
wreckage, during which time the Japanese 
would be assured of non-interference in 
the carrying out of their purpose. The 
failure of the Japanese this morning may 
seriously hamper their plans, as the ice in 
the Liao-Tung River is going out, and 
when the river is free from ice its mouth 
can be easily mined. 

The conviction continues to grow here 
that the Japanese haVe concluded it inad- 
visable to make a direct frontal attack on 
Manchuria from Korea against the whole 
Russian Army, and that it will be neces- 
sary to land a flanking column in the Gulf 
of Liao-Tung to divide the attention of 
the Russians and, if possible, to seize the 
railroad and cut off Port Arthur. The 
ground above Niu-Chwang is perfectly 
familiar to the Japanese, who occupied it 
for a year during the Chino-Japanese war. 

Sorfe experts even go so far as to ex- 
press the belief that Vice Admiral Togo was 
covering the movement of transports in 
the Gulf of ‘Liao-Tung this morning, and 
that therefore he was compelled to exercise 
great caution and to decline the Russian 
offer of an engagement. Another view of 
the Japanese Admiral’s purpose which Is 
less entertained is that he believes that 
bombardments from Pigeon Bay would be 
disastrous to the Russian fleet if it were 
compelled to remain in the harbor, he hav- 
ing ascertained from observation that the 
Russian ships always pass out during the 
high-angle bombardments and that a big 
shell dropped on a battleship could easily 
pierce the deck, and, exploding, might com- 
pletely destroy it. .

FATE OF CREWS UNKNOWN. 

CHE-FOO, March 27.—The Japanese have 
made another attempt to block the entrance 
to Port Arthur. At 3 o'clock this (Sun- 
day) morning four stone-laden steamers, 
escorted by eight torpedo boats, approached 
the harbor. They were discovered by. the 
Russian vessels on scouting duty, and as 
they drew nearer the Russian forts and the 
ships which were anchored in the roadstead 
opened fire on them and sunk them. 

The Japanese fleet, which consisted of 
sixteen ships ali told, remained off Port 
Arthur until daylight. At this hour the 
Russian vessels weighed anchor, whereupon 
the Japanese vessels disappeared. 

The fate of the crews on the stone-laden 
steamers is not known. Since the arrival at 
Port Arthur of Vice Admiral Makaroff the 
Russian fleet has been more active.

LONDON, March 28.~—The Times pub- 
lishes an article in which the writer dis- 
cusses the conditions in Russia with ref- 
erence to the oft-repeated suggestion 
that an episode of the Far Eastern war 
may be a revolution in Russia and the 
overturning of the Government. 

The writer says Russia contains a 
large number of persons who constitute 
an opposition to the Government, but 
not an organized party. So, practically, 
they are mere academic — politicians, 
frondeurs who confine themselves to 


words. No considerable number of them 
would approve a revolutionary move- 
ment during the war or foment internal 
disturbances with a view to embarrass- 
ing the Government. 

And if, it is asserted, there should be 
military reverses they would not suggest 
to the. Russians the necessity of over- 
turning the constituted order of things, 
but would have exactly the opposite ef- 


fect. 

Even the Anarchists, it is stated, have 
no thought of upsetting the Government, 
their activity being explained on the 
theory that they desire to keep alive rev- 
olutionary principles with a view to pos- 
sibilities in the remote future. In con- 
clusion the writer says: 

“The Russians are a peculiarly im- 
pulsive people, much inclined to rush to 
the extremes of optimism and pessimism 
alternately. When in a pessimistic mood 
many of them take a gloomy view of the 
condition of the country and express 
grave apprehensions in regard to the 
immediate future, but I never knew one 
of them to entertain for a moment the 
idea of the possible disruption of the 
empire. 

“That is a contingency which would 
hardly occur to the mind of any one 
knowing intimately the Russian national 
character. It is an idea of foreign origin, 
and among those who entertain it I 
never found a plausible explanation bf 
how the predicted disruption was to be 
accomplished.”

SHANGHAI, March 27.—The trade re- 
turns of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
for 1903 were published yesterday. 

Mr. Morse, the Statistical Secretary, 
draws attention to the development of 
imports of cotton fabrics from Japan, 
while the British and American figures 
show a serious falling off, amounting 
under various headings to. between 11 
and 40 per cent. 

The #mports of yarn show a decline of 
50 per cent. in English spinnings, while 
the gJapanese spinnings show an in- 
crease of 60 per cent. 

This result is principally due to the 
direct trade between Japan and North

FOUR HURT IN CHURCH PANIC. 


Baseless Cry of Fire Stampedes Wor- 
shippers at New Haven Sanctuary. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 27.—A panic 
occurred at the morning service in St. 
Michael's Italian Church, in Wooster Street, 
to-fay, at which a score of persons were 
injured. Four—two women and two chil- 
dren—were taken to the New Haven Hos- 
pital, but it is not believed that the injuries 
of any are fatal. 

Some one in the congregation yelled 
“ Fire!’’ during a prayer, and with hardly 
a second’s delay the great majority of the 
worshippers rushed for the door at the 
rear, the only exit. Women and children 
were trampled upon and dragged along the 
floor by the frightened people endeavoring 
to get out of the building. At the height of 
the confuston some one sent in a fire 
alarm from a near-by box. 

The engines were soon on the scene, and 
the’ firemen started at once to calm the ex- 
citement. Men and women whose children 
were in the church were yelling and fight- 
ing to gain an entrance, while thoce on the 
inside were fighting equally hard to get out 
of the building. A large part of the con- 
gregation was composed of women and 
children, the few men that were inside 
no attempt to quiet them.

WOMAN’S | SUICIDE BY FIRE. 


Mrs. Watrous of New Haven Burns Her- 
self to Death. 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 27.—Mrs. 
Fannie Watrous, who formerly lived here, 
but who had lately lived in Maine and New 
Hampshire, burned herself to a crisp to-day 
at the home of her mother-in-law, Mrs. 
Charlotte Watraus, 68 Clinton Avenue. She 
came here two days ago and had acted very 
queerly. 

Early this morning flames were discov- 
ered in a shed at the rear of the home of 
Mrs. Watrous and a fire alarm was sent in. 
The firemen turned a stream on the build- 
ing, and when the flames were subdued 
they discovered the body of a woman on 
the floor. It was unrecognizable. The 
building was saturated with oil, and it is 
believed that Mrsj Watrous poured oil all 
over her clothes and then ‘set fire to her- 
self.

FOUND SHOT THREE TIMES. 


Mystery in the Wounding of Man at 
Morningside Park. ~ 


Chester Howard, nineteen years old,: of 
213 East One Hundred and Twentieth 
Street, was found unconscious shortly after 
midnight this morning on the steps leading 
from Morningside Park to the Heights, near 
One Hundred and Fourteenth Street, with 
three bullet wounds in his body.

An 
examination showed two wounds in the left 
breast and one under the left arm. While 
the surgeons were working the sufferer 
gasped, “I’ve been shot,” and again lapsed 
into unconsciousness. 

Within a short while after he had been 
admitted Howard's sister arrived, accom- 
panied by an elderly woman, who refused 
to give her name. 

They said that Howard had no reason to 
attempt sulcide—that he had no love af- 
fairs, and no cause for despOndency. Miss 


Howard said that he lived at home with his 
mother, a widow, and herself. 

Howard's watch was missing, and he had 
only a few cents in his pockets. While the 
surgeon who examined his wounds said the 
pearol must have been preaped close to his 

ody when fired, and that the shots had the 
appearance of having been _ self-inflicted, 
there were some who believed he had been 
held up and robbed and then shot. The 
statement of the two newsboys lends color 
to that theory. 

James Walsh, a clerk at the Hotel Cecil, 
was held up and cut by highwaymen while 
he was entering the vestibule of his home, 
at 266 West One Hundred and Twenty-sec- 
ond Street, on Friday night.

McCarren’s Washington Ambition 
a Factor in His Fight. 


RESENTS TAMMANY’S PLEDGE 


Brooklyn Democratic Leader Said to 
Have Obtained David B. Hill’s Prom- 
ise by Supporting Parker Boom. 


Inderneath the bitterness that exists at 
this time between State Senator McCarren, 
as the Brooklyn Democratic leader, and 
the powers of Tammany Hall are the United 
States Senatorial ambitions of McCarren. 
Friends of McCarren said yesterday that 
he believed now that with the possibility 
of the Democrats: capturing the Legislat- 
ure next Winter and electing the successor 
to Chauncey M. Depew his ambitions are 
endangered by the restoration of W. Bourk2 
Cockran to a position of power and- prom- 
inence in Tarhmany Hall. 

While McCarren is vitally interested at 
this time in the “lid” proposition in 
Brooklyn, the Senatorship is known to 
play a most important part in the present 
state of affairs. McCarren’s ambitions to 
succeed Senator Depew have been known 
long in Tammany “Hall, and before the 
meeting of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee in Washington Jan. 12 there was 
some talk that Tammany might aid him in 
that direction. 

It became known shortly after this, how- 
ever, that Tammany’s support for the Sen- 
atorship had been promised to Cockran, in 
order to induce him to take the Congres- 
sional nomination and election to succeed 
M&yor McClellan, which he did. Although 
there has been no definite announcement at 
any time concerning Cockran’s Senatorial 
status, it is this general understanding 
that has caused a good deal of the bitter- 
ness on the part of McCarren. 

Cockran’s position as the second Demo- 
cratic member in rank on the important 
Ways and Means Committee of the House, 
his great abilities as an orator, and his 
previous long years of*service as a mem- 
ber of Congress are regarded by McCarren 
as making him a formidable antagonist, 
and for this ceason the Brooklyn Senator- 
leader is said to have been making a fight 
against Tammany in the matter of Presi- 
dential preferences, in the hope of forcing 
Charles F. Murphy to make-a deal with 
him over support for the Senatorship. 

Friends of McCarren in Tammany Hall 
have said lately that it was largely the ad- 
vice of Cockran that induced Murphy to 
lock horns with David B. Hill for the con- 
trol of the State Committee and for con- 
trol of the coming State Convention which 
will elect delegates to the National Con- 
vention. It is pointed out, also, that Cock- 
ran accompanied Murphy to the State Com- 
mittee meetine, spoke in behalf of the 
Tammany position there, and made himself 
prominent generally there on the Tammany 
side of the argument. 

Some of the ’*ammany men resent this 
restoration of Cockran to power and blame 
his advice for some of the Hill-Murphy 
trouble that has occurred. The iaen who 
have induiged in this comment, however, 
are friendly in one way or another to Mc- 
Carren, and are understood to have taken 
this position in behalf of the Brooklyn man. 

As to McCarren’s own chances of having 
the Democratic State organization generally 
back of his ambitions, it is understood or 
g00d authority that Hill has promised his 
support to MeCarren for United States Sen- 


ator in return for McCarren'’s advocacy of 
the Parker movement. 

It has been eleven years since the Demo- 
erats have controlled the Legislature on 
joint ballot. The last time was in 1893, 
when Edward Murphy, Jr., of Troy was 
elected Senator. The Constitution of 1894 
went into, effect Jan. 1, -1895, -with its: new 
apportionment of the State, 5 

In the Fall of 1897 the Democrats elected 
more members of the Assembly than in any 

ther vear since the new Constitution went 
nto effect. They then had 67 members, as 
against the 83 Republican members. This, 
too, was in a year when the Democrats 
lurality, elect- 
ing Parker Chief Judge of the Court of 
Appeals hy that vote. The Democrats fig- 
ure that if, with their State ticket receiv- 
ing - 67,000 plurality. they could only elect 
67 out of 150 Assemblymen, it would take 
fully 100,000 plurality to give them a work- 
ing majority in the House, and the Senate 
would be even closer. ; 


FEW. PRIMARY FIGHTS. 


“Gruber and Elsberg in Manhattan and 


Two McCarren Contests. 


Republican and Democratic, 
will be held to-morrow in the Boroughs 
of Manhattan, Brooklyn, Queens, Rich- 
mond, and the Bronx. The: voting booths 
will be open from 2 to 9 o'clock. 

Only two Republican contests of impor- 
tance are pending in Manhattan. These 
are to take place in the Twenty-first and 
Twenty-ninth Districts. Opponents of 
Abraham Gruber, leader of the Twenty- 
first District, have framed a ticket, while 
Gruber will have the “regular” tickets 
in the field. .In the Twenty-ninth the reg- 
ular organization, under the lead of Alex- 
ander T. Mason, Edward Lauterbach, and 
Senator Nathaniel A. Elsberg, will be op- 
posed by adherents of Robert C. Morris, 
James R. Sheffield, Frank H. Partridge, 
John H. Hammond, Augustus Schwartzler, 
and Franklin B. Ware. 

Two fights for delegates are scheduled 
among the Republicans in Brooklyn. In the 
Second District William J. Beattie has 
made up the regular ticket of delegates, and 
against it is a ticket made up by William J. 
Dilthey. 

In the Third the ticket of Richard H. 
Laimbeer, Jr., relative of Gov. Odell and 
Deputy Fire Commissioner under Sturgis, 
will be opposed by one which M. C. Hanton 
supports. 

The Demeccrats of Manhattan and The 
Bronx will have but one set of ballots in 
any of the thirty-five districts in the field 
to-morrow—the regular Tammany Hall bal- 
lot—for delegates to the Assembly District 
Conventions, who will elect three delegates 
each to the Democratic State Convention, 
to be held at Albany, April 18, which will 
elect four delegates at large and seventy- 
four district delegates, two from each of the 


thitty-seven Congressional Districts of the 
State to the National Convention. 

The Democrats of Brooklyn have two 
contests—in the Seventh and Ninth Assem- 
bly Districts, respectively. In ‘the former 
William A. Doyle is opposed by Thomas 
Wogan, put ip by the McCarren forces. In 
the Ninth James H: McCabe, follower otf 
McCarren, is opposing James J. Kehoe, 
lieutenant of ex-Senator Michael J. Coffey. 


McCARREN EXPECTS TO WIN. 


Chairman Hopkins of Illinois Said to be 
Coming Here to See Him. 


Senator McCarren, when seen at the 
Horatio Seymour Club in Brooklyn yester- 
day, said he expected to defeat both Doyle 
and Kehoe in the Seventh and Ninth Dis- 
tricts, respectively, with his candidates, 
Wogan and McCabe. . He thought the more 
difficult fight would be in the Ninth, where 
ex-Senator Michael J. Coffey controls the 
Kehoe men. 

The Senator went to Manhattan in the 
evening and met Controller Grout at the 
Hoffman House by appointment. The Sen- 
ator made haste to declare that it was not

COCKRAN WANTS = MORE NEGROES SLAIN. | SOME DERECTIONS IN 


Thirteen Have Now Beén Killed in the 
Race War in-Arkansas. 


LITTLE ROCK, Ark., March 27.—A dis- 
patch from De Witt says: 

Two negroes have been killed in the 
clash between whites and blacks at St. 
Charles, fifteen miles from here, in Arkan- 
sas County. This brings the total of dead 
negroes up to thirteen, all of them killed 
within the past week. ‘ 

The last two negroes killed -were the 
Griffin brothers, Henry and Walker, who 
were the cause of the trouble. 

The trouble originated last Monday when 
the two Griffins met two white men, 
brothers named Searcy. The Searcys and 
the Griffins had had an altercation a few 
days before, and when they met the 
trouble was renewed. One of the negroes 


armed himself with the leg of a chair, and 
with his brother assaulted the white men, 


beating them so severely that one is now 
on the verge of death and the other is in 
a critical condition.

MICHIGAN’S FLOOD LOSS. 


Amounts to $2,000,000 in Grand Rapids 
Alone—Conditions Still Grave. 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., March 27.— 
Conditions in this city and near-by towns 
along the Grand River are very grave to- 
night. At_9 o’clock the river gauge here 
showed a depth of 19.3 feet. This is 3 feet 
above the previous high-water record of 
1844. It was fdlling slightly to-night, how- 
ever, the drop in temperature having 
checked the small streams and surface 
drainage. 

There has been no loss of life thus far, 
but there is great suffering,. and a vast 
amount of sickness, it is feared, will follow 
the exposure sustained by many of the 
flood victims. 

Steam railwky traffic is demoralized. 
Practically no trains are adhering to sched- 
ule. The city lighting station is entirely 
cut off and the city is in darkness again 
to-night. Many of the west side churches 
were unable to hold services to-day.. All 
schools on the west side will be closed until 
further notice. 

It is estimated that the loss on account of 
the flood will exceed $2,000,000. Fifteen 
thousand men will be unable to work to- 
morrow owing to factories being compelled 
to close. Two thousand homes are flooded 
on the west side. 


SAGINAW, Mich., March 27.—The Big 
Prairie Farm, at the junction of the Shia- 
Wassee and Flint Rivers, sixteen miles 
south of here, is from four to six feet 
under water. One hundred thoroughbred 
cattle have been drowned, and it is expect- 
ed that forty horses will perish to-night, 
despite efforts to save them. Gilbert Ber- 
tram, foreman of the farm, died to-day 
from exposure in the flood. 

A large portion of the business district of 
Saginaw is flooded, and thousands of dol- 
lars damage has been done. There has 
been no communication with Zilwaukee, 
four miles north, in two days, and 1,300 
persons there ure reported to be living in 
the upper parts of buildings and suffering 
from co:d and lack of food. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., March. 27.—The 
city street railway and interurban system 
are without power because of thé flooding 
of the powerhouses near White River. Com- 
munication with North and West: Indian- 
apolis is,cut off by the flood, which has 
swept away bridges, The city is still with- 
out water, owing to the flooding of the 
waterworks pumping station. 


FLOODS BLOCK RAILWAYS. 


Empire State Express, Ten Hours Late, 
Causes Anxiety. 


Owing to a flood of such proportions as 
the Mohawk Valley has not. known since 
the famous inundation of 1866, the New 
York Central, the Erie, and the West 
Shore had to suspend traffic on Saturday 
night and early yesterday morning. Be- 
tween Hoffmans, twenty miles west of 
Schenectady, and Utica the water was 
more than four feet deep over the Cen- 
tral’s tracks, and in many places the road- 
bed had been washed away. 

The Empire State Express was due in 
New York Saturday*® night before 10 
o'clock, but on account of the tiood 
did not arrive until yesterday morning 
shortly before 8 o'clock. The express was 
sent over a track of the West Shore Rail- 
road, the only one which had not been 
submerged. When the train failed to ar- 
rive on schedule time. and no official word 
was forthcoming as to its whereatouts, 
great anxiety was felt in the city by those 
who had friends or relatives aboard, and 
they filled the Grand Central Station. 

The Twentieth Century Limited was sev- 
eral hours late, not reaching the Grand 
Certral Station until 4:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

It was said by an official of the New 
York Central that the water had gone down 
nine inches yesterday afternoon, but that 
no appreciable difference had resulted in 
the situation. The Central was sharing the 
single track of the West Shore with the 
latter, and the usual slow traffic on Sun- 
day was being handled as rapidly as the 
conditions would allow. By sending out 
two ordinary trains in cne long single 
ain, the official said the road had been 


able to keep traffic from being hopelessly 
blocked. 


COLD WAVE CHECKS FLOOD. 


Waters Subsiding in Mohawk Valley, 
but Traffic Still Impeded. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 27.—A marked 
drop in temperature, which carried the 
mercury well below freezing point, has de- 
layed, if it has not averted, a serious flood 
here. All train service between here and 
the West has been demoralized for thirty- 
six hours by the flood conditions in the 
Mohawk Valley, but as yet no serious dam- 
agé has been done here. 


SCHENECTADY, N. Y., March 27.—The 
water in the Mohawk River is subsiding. 
The railroad trains on the roads entering 
this city are tied up, because of the flood 
conditions to the west of here. All of the 
fast trains that do not stop here used the 
detour recently built from Athens Junction 
to Rotterdam Junction. 

The Twentieth Century Limited and the 
Southwestern Limited trains used the Del- 
aware and Hudson Road to Sydney, whence 
they took the Ontario and Western to Syra- 
cuse. The Continental Limited on the West 
Shore and New York Central Trains Nos. 
15 and 41 were held at South Schenectady 
until 12:30 P. M., when they were sent on 
over the West Shore Road. The trains that 
make stops in this eity were sent on over 
the West Shore tracks to Hoffman’s, and 
thence back to Rotterdam Junction, thus 
making the connection for Schenectady. 
Mails are many hours late. 


AMSTERDAM, N. Y., March 27.—The Mo- 
hawk River fell two feet or more here to- 
day, but all danger is not yet passed, as the 
ice has not gone out from:Fort Hunter 
westward. The New York Central tracks 
are still under water. Central accommoda- 
tion train No. 56, due here yesterday noon, 
but which beeame stalled at Fort Plain, 
arrived here to-night. The passengers were 
obliged to leave the train at Fort Plain by 
crawling over the tops of the cars to an 
overhead crossing bridge. 


LAWYER DROWNS IN FLOOD.

BRICKLAYERS’ RANKS 


Developments Determining Build- 
ing Season Expected Shortly. 


EIDLITZ DISCUSSES ISSUES 


Comments on Arrest of Walking Dele- 
gate and on the Course of Un- 
skilled Unions. 


It is expected that this week will decide 
whether there will be a normal building 
season or a stagnation in the trade, owing 
to the building strikes lasting all through 
the Summer. The Emergency Committee 
of the Board of Governors of the Building 
Trades Employers’ AssOciation will meet 
this afternoon at the Building Trades Club, 
and hear reports as to the definite amount 
of building now going on in spite of the 
labor leaders who are charged with being 
responsible for the continuance of the 
strike. : . 

It is known that a number of bricklay- 
ers and laborers were working last week 
for members of the Mason Builders’ Asso- 
ciation and more defections from the 
ranks of the strikers, according to the em- 
ployers, are looked for to-day. 

Charles L. Hidlitz, President of the Build- 
ing Trades Employers’ Association, said 
last night: 

“Even if the mason builders were wi'!- 
ing to concede the demand for recognition 
of the union, supposing that to be the real 
issue of the strike, it would only be the 
beginning of the trouble. The Teamsters’ 
Union and the Building Material Handlers’ 
Union, and all the other unskilled trades 
would follow with ‘similar demands for 
recognition, und there would be strikes all 
along the line. 

“That would bring matters back to the 
old conditions when the unskilled trades 
dominated everything and kept the build- 
ing trade in a constant ferment of strikes 
during the sca2son. ‘The employers will 
never consent to recognize the Laborers’ 
Protective Union. If they did, they might 
as well give up the entire principle of arbi- 
tration and leave themselves at the mercy 
of the laborers to tie up the entire trade 
at any moment they liked. 

“IT had a consultation with a very well- 
posted mason builder, and he believes thé 
indications point in the direction of the 
strike being kept up for any money certain 
people get out of it for calling it off. I 
could not name any labor leaders in partic- 
ular, but the arrest of a man on Saturday 
on the charge of accepting the money to de- 
clare the strike off on oné building appears 
to me to be a fair indication of how things 
are running. 

“When the Building Trades Employers’ 


Association issued its arbitration agree- 
ment one of the points aimed at was to 
get rid of this kind of thing. Another point 
was to get rid of the domination of the un- 
skilled trades.”’ 

The Manhattan and Bronx Borough Board 
of the bricklayers, which has charge of the 
strike, will meet continuously every day 
while the strike lasts. The bricklayers 
deny that there are any defections from 
their ranks, and say that the strike is 
purely a question of trades unionism. 


MAY TRAIN LABOR LEADERS. 


Dean Russell Prefers a Good Bricklayer 
to a Shyster Lawyer. 


Dr. James E. Russell, Dean of the Teach- 
ers Colelge, talked to the People’s Insti- 
tute in Cooper Union last night .on the 
subject of ‘‘ Recent Tendencies in American 
Education.” Charles Sprague Smith, who 
presided, told of the efforts that «the» com- 
mitteés of the institute have been making 
to defeat present intended vicious legisla- 
tion at Albany. Dr. Russell said in part: 

“In the past fifty years schools, col- 
leges, technical institutions, and profession- 
al schools have developed to a surprising 
extent. 

“The time may come when we shall have 
the walking delegate engineer, who shall 
be taught in a special school how to do 
the work of the labor unions. Then, too, 
we may have schools for politicians which 
shall teach how to overpower Tammany, 
and God knows that we need that. 

“The curriculum of the schools has been 
enriched to such an extent as to teach peo- 
ple how to make a better living. They are 
getting the best of literature to read; sci- 
ence, art, and history without the contro- 
versial features such as drive people apart, 
are provided for them. 

“The result is that the average physician 


in this city is not making as much as the 
competent bricklayer or carpenter; while 
the average lawyer does not make so much 
as the structural steel worker. It is far bet- 
ter to have a. competent carpenter than a 
quack doctor and far better to have a good 
bricklayer than a shyster lawyer.”’ 


BRYAN DEPRECATES WAR. 


Deplores Practice in This Country of 
Training Boys in Its Arts. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 27.—Will- 
iam J. Bryan delivered an address this 
afternoon in the Hyperion Theatre on 
“The Prince of Peace."”” He inveighed 
against the present war between Japan and 
Russia, saying that he hoped there would 
be a general demand made to find out the 
cause of that warfare. He deprecated the 
prevalence in this country of training boys 
and young men in the arts of warfare. 

Of social unrest and economic warfare 
Mr. Bryan said: 

“Society is in danger because of the ter- 
rible conflict that threatens between the 
rich and the poor. Shall we say that the 
outcome will be a warfare between class 
and class to end only in the rule of that 
class which can take the upper hand and 
rule because it has the strength?, How 
much better to follow the philosophy of the 
Nazarene, and the laborer and capitalist 
recognize that each are brothers. 

“It takes a brave man to live righteous- 
ly before men in the strenuous world of to- 
day. It requires a brave man to stand up 
against error in his own political party and 
to maintain a righteous principle.”’ 


TAMMANY PEACE DINNER. 


Timothy D. Sullivan, Haffen, and Cas- 
sidy to be Guests of Murphy. 


It was reported last night that the din- 
ner to be given at the Democratic Club 
to-morrow night in connection with the un- 
veiling of a portrait of President John Fox 
would be in the nature of a peace dinner. 

It was further declared that Timothy D. 
Sullivan, Louis F. Haffen, and Joseph Cas- 
sidy would be guests at the dinner by invi- 
tation of Charles F. Murphy. 


LUNATIC BECOMES A BURGLAR. 


Escaped Inmate of Connecticut Insane 
Asylum Robs Houses Generally. 


MERIDEN, Conn., March 27.—Arthur 
Wilcox, who escaped from the Middletown 
Insane Asylum ten days ago and last week 
entered and robbed five places in Westfield, 
this State, came to this city Saturday night 
and robbed four houses. He is heavily 
armed. 


The police and a detail of officers from 
the State Asylum are making a search for 
cox.

Street Paving. 


ROCKMEN PREPARE ULTIMATUM 


Carriage and Wagon Workers in a Row 
with House Painters—Central Union 
Hears from J. B. McDonald. 


August Waldinger, Sergeant at Arms of 
the Central Federated Union, caused a 
Sensation at the meeting of that body 
yesterday by announcing that he had been 
intormed by delegates that detectives in 
plain clothes were present at its last meet- 
ing. 

It is believed that if’ there were de- 
tectives at the previous Sunday’s meeting 
it Was because John Turner, the Anarchist, 
was there and delivered an address. 

A good part of thé rest of the session was 
taken up with talks of demands by unions 
tu go into effect May 1, to be enforced by 
Strikes if they are not granted. A strike 
of the asphalt laborers against the asphalt 
ccmpanies, which threatens to tie up all 
the asphalting in the Greater New York, is 
irupending, unless the asphalt companies 
concede a demand for a recognition of the 
Asphalt Workers’ Union, which up to the 
present they have refused. 

Thus far the companies will recognize 


only a union of foremen who, they hold, ! 


represent the skilled men, but will not 
recognize the workers generally. The work- 
ers claim that several of their branches 
of trade are highly skilled. 

The demand was referred to a special 
committee, which adjourned to another 
hall to take up the question and report 
back to the central body, which adjourned 
before this committee had finished its de- 
liberations. James Fitzgerald, Chairman 
of the committee, said that an attempt 
would be made, first, to get the employers 
to recognize the union tefore any radical 
step is taken. The committee wili report 
at the meeting of the Miscellaneous Section 
to-morrow for action. , 

A strike of the asphalt workers, it was 
stated, would likely be followed by «4 sym- 
pathetic strike of the steam roiler engi- 
neers, curbdstone setters, pavers, rammers, 
and others, thus tying up all paving in the 
city. 

Another strike threatened is that of the 
Rockmen and Excavators’ Union, which 
has 16,000 members, to enforce a new wage 
scale planned to go into effect May 1. Vin- 


cenzo Vecchio, delegate of the union, said: 


“We shall try every means to avert a 
strike, and if the demands are absolutely 
refused, then the strike will come, and it 
will be up to the employers.”’ 

A third big strike threatened is that of 
5,000 carriags and wagon workers against 
an alleged attempt of the Brotherhood of 
Painters to get the work of painting car- 
riages and wagons. Delegate Hand of the 
Carriage and Wagon Workers’ Union said: 

“ At the last convention of the American 
Federation of Labor a decision was made 
that members of the Carriage and Wagon 
Werkers" Union could join the Brother- 
hood of Painters if they so desired. If 


the action of the Brotherhood of Painters 
is trade unionism, then from such trade 
unionism good Lord deliver us. We do 
not propose to have a man coming in 
from painting a house to try and get 
our work from us. If necessary we will 
pull out 5,000 men here and pull them 
all the way to Paterson and along the 
coast.”’ 

A letter was read from W. C. Douglas, 
Secretary of the Rapid Transit Contractors’ 
Association In reply to the statements 
which have been made that while there are 
a number of unions which have grievances 
in the subway they can get no satisfaction 
from the Rapid Transit contractors. 

‘““Mr. McDonald,” the letter said, “ di- 
rects me to say that the Contractors’ As- 
sociation has now and always has kept its 
agreements with the Central Federated 
Union, but during the past month one of 
your unions has been violating the terms 
of the agreement by permitting the plumb- 
ers on construction to strike without any 
reason whatever or any attempt at arbi- 
tration.”’ 

On the motion of Delegate Holland of 
the Eccentric Firemen’s Union a resolution 
was passed to co-operate with all public 
bodies or associations or individuals en- 
gaged trying to further the plan of an 
ocean park for the people at Rockaway 
Beach or any other suitable locality. 


DELEGATE ROSE LEFT IN JAIL. 


Says Marked Bills He Refused Were 
Shoved Into His Pocket. 


Nicholas Rose, walking delegate of the 
hod carriers, who was arrested Saturday 
with marked bills in his possession, was 
held in $1,000 bail for examination by Mag- 
istrate Pool in the Essex Market Court 
yesterday at the request of his lawyer, who 
wanted time to look into the case. The 
hearing will be held this afternoon. 

Rose says’ the money was forced on him 
by the foreman for Rosenberg & Aronson, 
builders, of 11 A.len Street, the firm that is 
putting up the buildings at 72, 74, and 76 
Thompson Street, where a strike has been 
in progress off and on for more than a 
week. He says the foreman asktd him to 
have a drink and shoved the money in his 
pocket as he was standing at the bar. He 
says this was done after he had refused to 
take the money. 

Rose spent Saturday night in prison and 
was locked up yesterday in the Essex Mar- 
ket jail in default of bail. Up to a late 
hour no labor leaders of his trade had 
come to his aid with bail. He sent word 
to Charles Marcy, President of the Hod 
Carriers’ Union, late in the day. He said 
he could not remember the address of any 
other of his friends. He said Mr. Marcy 


lived in Prince Street, near Thompson 
Street, but Marcy was not found there yes- 


terday. 
Detective Lohmeyer, who arrested Rose, 


told the Magistrate that on the prisoner 
was found a book of addresses of builders 
with such comments as these annexed: 
‘Pay to —— or a strike will be ordered.” 
Rose had a badge that certified him as a 
member of the Board of Walking Dele- 
gates of the Building Trades’ Council. 


ROOSTERS IN FIERCE FIGHTS. 


Eleven Mains Pulled Off and Police 
Knew Nothing of It. 


Eleven brisk mains were fought between 
cocks representing “sports’’ from Long 
Island and Westchester late Saturday night 
in an old barn on Pelham Road and East- 
ern Boulevard. The Long Islanders were 
confident of victory, but found that their 
roosters could not cope with the Westches- 
ter variety, ‘which won a majority of the 
mains. 

Yesterday rumors of the affair reached 
Capt. Burfeind of the Westchester Police 
Station, and policemen hurried to the barn. 
Two roosters, covered with wounds, lay 
dead on the floor amid heaps of feathers, 
but no clue to the “ sports’ who had taken 
part in the exhibition was found.

TESTS OF STRENGTH = 
BY MEN AND ANUMALS 


Camels and Elephant, Displeased, 
Loudly Voice Their Protests. 


SACRED OXEN DISCOMFITED 


“Stunts” with Hydraulic Register in 
the Garden Witnessed by Scientists, 
Newspaper Men, and Freaks. 


In the presence of several men of science; 
chroniclers of the news of the day and 
freaks, strength tests between men and 
various kinds of animals were held yes- 
terday afternoon in the arena of Madison 
Square Garden,-+ here Barnum & Bailey’s 
**Greatest Show on Earth’”’ is entertaining 
the public. 

At the northwest corner of the Garden 
piles had been driven deep into the ground, 
where they were firmly anchored with 
chains heavy enough to hold a battleship. 
Attached to the chains and piling was @ 
hydraulic register capable of recording a 
pulling capacity of ten tons. Fastened to 
this was a four-foot spring of a half-inch 
diameter, to ease the first strain, the start 
of the pulling This was boufid to the 
hydraulic register by manila rope that did 
not look as if it could possibly bear the 
strain. Prof. Ogden R. Doremus looked at 
it askance, saying that there should be 
better security. Tody Hamilton was willing 
to wager that the steel chains would snap 
first, but the professor is not a betting 
man. 

An eighty-foot hawser was spliced to 
the spring, and 190 of the circus mem took 
hold. They tugged and hauled. The reg- 
ister was but 6,700 pounds, or 67 pounds 
per man, The circus men were crestfallen. 
They felt their muscles and asked for ar- 
other triel. It was agreed that they should 
have another chance after the animals had 
been tested. 

Two draft horses that weighed 1,700 
pounds each and pulled together at the ead 
of the hawser registered 2,700 pounds. They 
were then hitched close to the registering 
machine, and sent the indicator on the dial 
spinning to 3,750 pounds. Two more horses 
of the same weight were added, and with 
the hawser registered a pull of 5,125 pounds. 
The four were then attached to the short 
rope, and managed to pull only just as 
much as the two had done. Six horses, 
averaging 1,800 pounds each, attached to 
the long rope, registered only 5,750 pounds, 
625 pounds more than the four horses simi- 
jarly attached to the registering machine. 


Brought close to it, .they pulled 8,875 
pounds. This, of course, is a dead-pull 
record, there being no statistics of what 
they could pull on’ wheels. 

The next trial was with two camels: that 
have been in harness only a few times. 
They protested loudly, but when they un- 
derstood that ships of the desert must con- 
sent to be draught animals in the circus, 
they made strenuous and combined efforts, 
sending the hand on the dial to thé 2,750 
pounds mark. A ir of sacred oxen, or 
zebus, yoked together, made futile efforts 
to register something. The lowest mark on 
the dial was 250 pounds, which was not in- 
dicated, and the zebus were led back to 
their stalls. 

Fifty’ men took hold of the hawser in 
tug-of-war fashion. There were no cleats, 
and nothing but the sawdust for a foot- 
ing. Their first tug was rewarded with 
the 4,100-pound mark. This was _ disap- 
pointing. One of the spectators who .was 
once anchor in a tug-of-war, placed the 
men properly along the rope. With a voice 
that roused the lions from their siesta so 
that they roared at what they took for a 
war cry, he yelled his instructions, with 
the result that the men pulled as one, 
making the mark 8,700 pounds. Then fie 
acted as General for the 100 men who had 
begun the tests, and they increased their 
record from 6,700 to 12,000, 

A huge circus wagon was pulled into the 
arena. Attached to the back was a big 
pad, and then Babe, the elephant, the gen- 
tlest of the herd and the wisest, was led in. 
Whiting Allen announced that she weighed 
only six tons. She is constantly used in 
pushing heavy freight into the cars for the 
circus, and is known to enjoy it. She went 
up to the wagon, looked suspiciously at 
the rope attached to the rear axle, and 
then, placing her head, gave a shove. The 
indicator jumped on the dial to 4,000 
pounds. 

Babe had never pushed such an ob- 
stinate wagon. She squealed and shoved 
with the result that the tackle broke, the 
fifth wheel was forced out of place, and 
the wagon had to be repaired before there 
could be any further tests. Just what she 
would have registered cannot be known, as 
everything seemed to go to pieces when she 
pushed in anger. On the next test she 
easily registered 4,500 in addition to pushing 
the wagon which had been packed with cir- 
cus men. The next pushing was by two 
elephants of a combined weight of ten and 
one-half tons. They easily registered 6,500 
pounds. 

The last test was to see what Babe could

Croker Says the City Needs Eight- 
een of Each at Once. 


BLAMES THE STURGIS REGIME 


Commissicner Hayes Applies to the 
Mayor for Appropriation—Chief Sug- 
gests Locations of Houses. 


é 

Fire Commissioner Nicholas J. Hayes has 
Submitted plans to Mayor McClellan and 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
tim which he requests an appropriation of 
$2,000,000 for the establishment of a number 
of new engine and hook and ladder com- 
panies, In his application the Commissioner 
Says that the location of the new companies 


has been selected by Chief Croker, and that | 


work should, if possible, be begun within 
the year. 

Chief Croker wants eighteen new engine 
companies and eighteen new hook and lad- 
der companies, Only one additional engine 
and one additional truck are needed down 
town, according to the Chief. He said yes- 
terday afternoon: 

“When the present administration took 
charge we found the department in a ter- 
rible condition, While I was Chief before I 
had organized four or five new companies 
every year. During the entire Sturgis ad- 
ministration but one new’ company, and 
that a fire boat company, was organized. 

“When we came in two of the fire boats 
were out of service. The United States In- 
spectors had refused to license them. We 
have secured $25,000 for the repair of one 
of these boats, the Seth Low, and are 
asking $6,500 for the repair of the other 
boat, the David A. Boody. We found the 
four boats left in service in bad shape—the 
New Yorker, Strong, Zophar Mills, and 
Abram 8S. Hewitt. It will take $25,000 to get 
them in shape. I doubt if they could stand 
inspection to-day. 

“‘Not only were the fireboats in a bad 
way. Conditions were no better in the 
engine houses. I have had to order four 
of the engines bought by the Low ad- 
ministration out of service. They were En- 
gines Nos, 47, 35, 16, and 18. These en- 
gines had been spending more time in the 
repair shops than. anywhere else. The 
engines were not™properly built in the 
first place. The type to which they belong 
had been turned down in Atlantic City 
and other places of that size. 

‘About the only thing I found enough 
of when I came back was\officers. There 
were sO many Battalion Chiefs that they 
were crossing themselves on the way to 
fires, and so many Captains that there 
were not nearly enough companies to go 
around. I redistricted the city, and am 
using the surplus Battalion Chiefs for re- 
lief work when the regulars are off on 
leave, and have found it necessary to 
double the Captains up the best way I 
could.”’ 

“When. the new companies you have 
asked for are organized, will you utilize 
the surplus officers to command them?” 
Was asked. 

“Not necessarily so.”’ 

In regard to the new fire companies, 
Chief Croker said: ‘Do not understand 
that they represent what I consider the 
needs of the department. They represent 
only the additional fire protection which 
is absolutely and immediately essential. 
If the contracts were ready. to be let to- 
morrow it would be a year before the 
houses could be built. .There would be no 
trouble in getting the apparatus by that 
time. In selecting the location of the new 
companies I have not attempted to choose 
the properties upon which the houses 
should stand, but merely to designate the 
atreets where they should be.”

BANNER YEAR FOR EXPORTS. 


1904 Promises to Beat All Records for 
Domestic Manufactures. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Domestic 
manufactures exported in February, 1904, 
were greater in value than in any preceding 
February, and formed also @ larger per 
cent, of the total exports. For the eight 
months ended with February the total 
manufactures algo exteeded the’ tétal in the 
corresponding eight months of any earlier 
year. . a 4 

The fiscal year 1900 was the banner year 
in exports of manufactures from the United 
States, but from present indications the 
fiscal year 1904 will show an even larger 
total of manufactures exported. The month 
of February shows a total of $38,000,000 
worth of manufactures exported, against 
$34,000,000 in 1900, while for the eight 
months ended with February the total is 
$288,000,000, against $268,000,000 in the 
same months ended with February in 1900. 

These figures, which are presented by the 
Bureau of Statistics in its publication en- 
titled ‘‘ Advance Sheets from the Monthly 
Summary of Commerce and Finance,” indi- { 
cate pretty clearly that the fiscal year 1904 
will show a larger total of manufactures 
exported than any preceding year. 

The increase in exportation occurs in 
nearly all important articles or great groups 
of articles. Over 80 per cent. of the total 


ten groups of articles—iron and steel, min- 
eral oils, copper manufactures, leather and 
its manufactures, cotton goods, agricultural 
implements, chemicals, wood manufactures, 
cars and carriages, and scientific instru- 
ments, and their relative magnitude is indi- 
cated in the order in which they are here 
stated. 

Of these great groups, which form over 80 
per cent. of the total exports of manufact- 
ures, all except cotton goods show an in- 
crease in the eight months ended with Feb- 
ruary, as compared with the corresponding 
eight months of the preceding year. Iron, 
and steel manufactures show an increase of 
about $5,000,000 for the eight months, min- 
eral oils about $8,000,000, copper manufact- 
ures about $12,000,000, agricultural imple- 
ments 2,500,000, scientific instruments 
$1,000,000, leather and its manufactures, 
wood manufactures, cars and carriages, and 
chemicals less than $1,000,000 each, while 
cotton manufactures show a reduction of 
$6,000,000, due in part to the temporary re- 
duction in demand in the Orient and in part 
to the high prices of raw cotton.

$16,363,725 Over Last Year. -.

ALBANY, March 27.—Special franchise 
valuations in New York City, as computed 
by the State Tax Commissioners, and on 
which the corporation franchise tax is 
levied, incredsed $16,363,725 over the aggre- 
gate for the previous’ year, the grand totals 
being respectively $235,157,725 and $251,521,- 
450 


In a@ number of instances the valuations 
were lower than the previous year, but 
in the majority of cases, where changes 
were made the valuations show an in- 
crease, The new corporations receiving 
franchises in 1908 number but 10, and the 
total valuation of their franchises is but 
$16,300. Thie leaves the net increase in 
1903 in the old companies $16,347,425. The 
largest increase is that of the Consolidated 
Gas Company: of New York, being $3,917;- 
000, and the greatest reduction was in New 
York Telephone, (Manhattan branch,) $239,- 
000. 
The larger of the increases are: New 
York Edison Company, (Bronx,) $70,000, 
and (Manhattan,) $1,965,000; New York

FOOD NOT WHAT IT SEEMS. 


Connecticut Agricultural Station Finds 
That Adulteration Is Common. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 27.-—-The 
Connecticut Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion has issued its eighth annual report on 
human food products. Over a thousand 
samples were examined, special attention 
being paid to plain and sweet chocolate, 
coffee, and lard. 

Of forty samples of chocolate examined, 
eleven were adulterated within the mean- 
ing of the law. The adulterants were ‘usu- 
ally foreign starchy matters, used as make- 
weights and dilutants. 

Each of the seventeen samples of whole 


coffee examined was found to be pure,. 


while out of twenty-nine samples of ground 
ecffee nin@ were adulterated, chicory, 
brown lumps of wheat flour, and pea hulls 
being used. Lard was very largely adul- 
terated on account of the present high price, 


In general, says the report, it would ap- 
ear that the adulteration of food products 
s very common at present, but, as a rule, 
the adulterants used are not injurious to 
health, 


EX-POSTMASTER IS BEATEN. 


Linemen Accused of Attacking W. H. 
Price of New Brunswick. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., March 27.— 
William H. Price, ex-Postmaster of this 
eity and brother-in-law of Supreme Court 
Justice Dixon, was seriously injured in an 
encounter this morning with two telegraph 
linemen. The men who Mr, Price and 
others say were his assailants are under 
arrest, 

Mr, Price says he saw the men teasing 
and hurting two little colored children. Mr. 
Price remonstrated with them, and one of 
the men hit him, probably with a blackjack. 
Mr, Price fell, and both men kicked him as 
he lay on the ground. The men then ran 
away. Mr. Price was assisted home, It 
is feared he is hurt internally. The police 
obtained good descriptions of the men, and 
arrested Michael Mallard and John W. Sigh.

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BILLIARD RECORD BROKEN 


George F. Slosson Makes Run of 
291 at Eighteen-Inch Balk Line. 


PLAYER’S BRILLIANT DISPLAY 


The Student Scores Four Hundred 
Points in Five Innings in a Game 
with Dr. E. F. Arnoid. 


George F, Slosson gave the most wonder- 
fui display of billiards in his long and 
eventful career at his academy, 948 Broad- 
way, last evening, and incidentally broke 
the world’s record, with a run of 291, at the 
style ef playing. The ex-champion is rarely 
out of form, but last evening it seemed as 
though no shot was too difficult for him to 
execute, 

His masterly display occurred in a game 
with Dr. E. F. Arnold, who was to score 
only 50 points against 400 for Slosson at 
eighteen-inch balk-line, two shots in balk. 
Quite @ mumber of friends of both players 
witnessed the game, and C. EB. White; win- 
ner of the recent tournament at the Fifth 
Avenue Hotel, officiated in the capacity of 
scorer and judge of the position of the 
balls, if the players were unable to decide. 

Slosson started off by scoring 52 and it 
appeared as if billiards of an extraordi- 
nary nature would be displayed by ‘‘ The 
Student" before the close of the game. 
He had to be content with only 21 in the 
third inning, and to the dismay of the spec- 
tators he left the table on the third at- 
tempt without adding anything to his 
string. The next inning he collected 36, but 
the next time the record-breaking feat 
came. 

Slosson got the balls together early in 
the fifth inning, and shot after shot was 
made with ease and accuracy. At 100 he 
had the balls in as perfect control as at 
the start, and before he missed, which was 
on a rather easy chance, he had amassed 
the remarkable number of 291 points. When 
it became known that he had passed the 
world’s record the spectators applauded 
vigorously, 

he former mark was 222, made by Ira 
Morningstar at Paris last Fall. Slosson 
ave d 80 for the five innings. Dr. Ar- 
nold did not cut much of a figure in the 
compétition, scoring but a total of 21 points 
in the four innings.

LIVELY YACHTING SEASON 


More Racing in Local Waters Look- 
ed For Than Last Year, 


WHAT CLASSES MAY COMPETE 


New York Yacht Club Shows Interest 
in Events for Small Sail and 


Power Boats. 


Yachtsmen are now beginning to. look 
forward with interest to the coming racing 
season. Last year was generally con- 
sidered a dull season in yacht racing, but 
in so far as Long Island Sound is con- 
cerned, it was dull only in comparison 
with the two or three preceding seasons. 
The fleets in the open races of the prin- 
cipal clubs were fairly large. A total. of 
82 yachts competed in the races of the 
Larchmont Yacht Club, and there were 
about 180 in the several championship 
contests on Long Island Sound; by no 
means a small number in these days when 
the great fleet of cruising yachts for- 
merly seen in the open races is never en- 
tered. 

Several things combined to check inter- 
est in racing last year. Some of these 
were the diversity 
the extraordinarily unfavorable weather, 
dullness in Wall Street, and the races for 
the America’s Cup. Of these untoward 
conditions the coming season will be free 
from at least one—there will be no racing 
for the America’s Cup. There are indica- 
tions that the measurement tangle will 
be straightened out during the year, but 
its mischief has already been done, and no 
new boats other than a few in the small- 
est classes are being built. 


AVAILABLE RACING CRAFT. 


Of the fleet that made the sport two years 
ago, nine of the larger yachts were miss- 
ing last year, and may not be seen this 
year, excepting in the New York Yacht 
Club cruise. Elimina was ready to racs 
last year, and is now, but her three com- 
penions in the 75-foot schooner class have 
practically retired. Muriel is a family boat 
with reduced rigging. Amorita is owned by 
an actor who is not interested in racing, 
and the owner of Quissetta, a St. Louis man, 
eares little about it excepting his New 
York cruise. J. Rogers Maxwell is ready 
with his special 70-foot sloop Yankee, when- 
ever there is a competitor, but of the three 
others, ohe will remain out of\commission 
because her owner is too busy to race, and 
ope which could have been purchased a 
few months ago has been withdrawn from 
sale. There is a possibility of racing in this 
class, as two well-known amateurs are 
considering the matter of purchasing one 


of them. 

Below this class, however, there are good 
fleets of racers, and the yachts are in the 
hands of enthusiasts who are never dis- 
couraged by bad weather. Weetamoe and 
Neola, the twin 60-footers built two years 
ago, and the English cutters Hester, Eelin, 
and Isolde, although not grouped quite as 
scientifically as the owners and Regatta 
Committee would like, make a good class, 
anid the racing is by no means all one- 
sided, for three of the five earned first 
prizes last year at Larchmont and four 
won cups in the New York squadron run. 

Next in importance come the forty-three- 
footers, and here also there are five boats, 
eeneing the new one, Aspirant, designed 
for the Hanan brothers last year, and one 
of the only three large racing yachts built 
for New York waters in 1908. Effort, Chal- 
lenge, Mira, and Hebe are in good racing 
condition. Of thirty-six-footers there are 
three particularly good ‘ones—Anoatok, 
Spasm, and Leda—and others not quite as 
good. Anoatok and Spasm fought ff out 
steadily last year, and while Anoatok was 
usually the winner, it is not a sure thing 
that she will have as good luck this year. 
Under last year’s measurement Spasm al- 
lowed Anoatok fourteen and a quarter sec- 
onds to the mile. Under the rule adopted 
by the Yacht Racing Association of Long 
Tsland Sound last week, Anoatok will con- 
cede the time, and it will be a little more 
than seven seconds to the mile. 

There is a first-rate fleet of thirty-footers, 
including Oiseau, Alerion, and Alert, each 
of which has won a Long Island Sound 
championship pennant; Bobtail, Woglinde, 
*lorahilde, Marguerite—sometimes and not 
nfrequently a winner; Enpronzi, which by 
all calculation should win when sheeis in 
perfect racing form, and Little Peter. , 


RACEABOUT CLASS STRONG. 


Twenty-five-footers are rather scarce in 
racing, and have been since the late Com- 
modore Kelly won the championship with 
Rochelle, and young Edward Stevens gath- 
ered up an armful of prizes with the 
square-ended craft called by the unpro- 
nounceable name Chingachgook. But these 
boats are available for racing, although 
penalized almost into thirty-footers because 
of their scow form of the load-water plan. 
Firefly, last season’s, champion, is_ also to 
be counted, and there are Lucille, Spinster, 
and others which sometimes race. 

The strongest class this year, as it has 
been in the past, will doubtless be the race- 
about class, of which a round dozén will be 
seen in the open races pretty regularly, 
while another dozen will appear now and 
then. Then there are the new eighteen- 
foot knockabouts, of which a half dozen 
are. owned by members of the Bridgeport 
Yacht Club, and the Indian Harbor knock- 
abouts, a shade smaller, of which there are 
seven. These are new boats. A 

The New York Yacht Club shows a dis- 
position to awaken from the calm repose 
which it has enjoyed for the past two or 
three seasons. Last year its annual re- 
gatta had to be called off for lack of en- 
tries, and the race for the’ Glen Cove cups 
resulted in @ practical fizzle, less than half 
f dozen boats assembling at the line. 

There is an evident disposition, however, 
to make the coming season a lively one. 
By the racing schedule adopted at the last

meeting of the club it will be seen that, in 
addition to the annual regatta, which is 
fixed for June 16, and other stated events, 
& number of special races have been pro- 
vided for small sailboats and power boats. 
In addition, there will be two or three 
races for steam yachts, the most important 
of which is that for the Lysistrata Cup, 
which is fixed for June 18 off Sandy Hook. 

The club will also give ocean races for 
schooners. One of these is eduled to 
start from Newport on Aug. 20, the course 
being to and around Nantucket Lightship, 
westward to Fire Island Lightship, and 
back to Brenton’s Reef. There is also a 
proposition to provide_a race for the Bren- 
ton’s Reef Challenge Cup from Sandy Hook 
to Brenton’s Reef and return. This is the 
cup that was won by the Genesta in 1885 
and carried abroad after her failure. to 
capture America’s Cup. The Brenton’'s 
Reef-Cup was presented to the club by 
James Gordon Bennett in the early seven- 
ties, and ‘there had been three races for it 
prior to its capture by the Genesta. All of 
the participants in those races were schoon- 
ers. The first race was won by the Idler 
in thirty-two hours. The second was won 
by the Rambler in thirty-nine hours, and 
the third was also won by the Rambier in 
forty-one. hours. The cup was therefore 
held by the Rambler when the Genesta 
challenged for it, and her possession had 
been undisputed for a number of yéars. In 
1894 the sloop Navahoe, Royal Phelps Car- 
roll, owner, went to England and chal- 
lenged for both the Brenton’s Reef and 
Cape May Cups, which had been taken by 
the Genesta. They were defended by the 
Prince of Wales’s Britannia, and the Nava- 
hoe recovered the former, but failed in her 
attempt to recover the latter. 

The races for power boats and small sail- 
boats will be held over a course on the 
Sound off Glen Cove, the first ae sched- 
ulead for June 20. The races for the Glen 
Cove cups will be sailed on June 21, and 
beginning July 7 there will be a_series 
of races for sailing yachts off Glen Cove. 

Another special race for small sailin 
boats and power boats will be held off 
Glen Cove on Avy. 11, the day of the 
rendezvous for the annual cruise. The 
usual route of the cruise will be varied by 
a run from New London to Block Island 
on Monday, Aug. 15, and the following day 
the fleet will go from Block Island to 
Vineyard Haven. 

Special races for power boats and small 
sailing yachts will be held at Newport on 
Aug. 18. The Astor Cup races will be 
held at Newport on Aug. 19, and the New- 
port series for sailing yachts will be held 
on Aug. 22, 23, and 24. The season. will 
be formally closed at Glen Cove on Thurs- 
day, Sept. 8, by an Autumn race for the 
Glen Cove cups. 


*PLANS FOR COLLEGE POLO. 


Yale and Probably Princeton Will Play 
Squadron A at Van Cortlandt Park. 


There seems to be no probability at the 
present time that any of the colleg¢ polo 
teams will be represented in the Polo Asso- 
clation this season. Yale made inquiry to 
Chairman H. L. Herbert some time ago 
regarding the method of applying for mem- 
bership, but no request for membership has 
been sent to the office of the committee 
in this city. The annual meéting of the 
association will be held next month, and a 
large number of dates will be announced 
for tournaments. 

The college polo players, it is believed, 
prefer to wait until the sport becomes firm- 
ly settled in their respective universities 
before becoming members of the National 
organization. The trouble with college polo 
in the past has been that with the gradua- 
tion of the most enthusiastic members and 
best players the game languishes and dies. 
This was the case at Harvard several years 


ago. With the recent growth of polo among 
the young players there is greater oppor- 
tunity for the encouragement of collegiate 
polo. There are more teams of equal abil- 
ity for them to meet, and this faét is one 
of the best features toward insuring future 
life for the sport in the colleges. Yale last 
year played games with Squadron A at Van 
Cortlandt ark and with other young 
teams. The Princeton students, who also 
organized polo last season, had several 
games with players of their ed. 

Plans are now being made at both Yale 
and Princeton for the continuation of polo 
this season. Yale lost two or three of her 
strongest men by graduation, but several of 
the younger players in the Rockaway Hunt 
Club are members of the Yale team, and 
gumes have been arranged with Squadron 
A, which will be held as early in the sea- 
son as possible at Van Cortlandt Park.

BUSY AUTOMOBILE WEEK 


Many Entries for Service Test of 
Commercial Motor Wagons. ) 


NEW AUTO BOAT RACING RULES 


Deed of Gift for Vanderbilt Cup Is Pre- 
pared — Secretary Tucker Leaves 
Manufacturers’: Association. 


This will be an important week in auto- 
mobile, circles, Of first importance will be 
the announcement of_the entries for the 
service test of commercial vehicles which 
will be held next week under the auspices 
of the Automobile Club of America. Secre- 
tary 8S. M. Butler of the club hopes to have 
the entries classified so as to give them 
out to-day. They closed last Saturday, and 
all of the eight classes were reported as 
being well filled. The competition will be 
of particular interest, as affording the best 
public test ever given to demonstrate the 
benefits of motor wagons for business pur- 
poses. 

The divisions are so well arranged that 
the results will undoubtedly show with con- 
siderable accuracy the real merits of the 
respective classes. Beginning with the 


first class of vehicles, which are required 
to carry a dead load of 1,000 pounds or 
under, separate classes have beeh arranged 
at each additional thousand pounds up to 
and including the sixth class, which consist 
of vehicles carrying from 5,000 to 6,000 
pounds. The seventh class will carry a 
dead-load vor oy of from 6,000 to 34,000 
pounds, and the eighth class will take in 
all the very heavy vehicles, as brewery 
trucks and other big wagons carrying over 
8,000 pounds. No commercial test or such 
magnitude has ever been attempted before 
in this country. ; 

The vehicles in the first six classes will 
perform the daily service trips every day 
next week of two express companies in this 
city. The start and finish of ali the runs will 
be at Madison Avenue and Forty-seventh 
Streets, and the different stations at which 
delivery and collection of merchandise will 
be maae are: Park Avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-eighth Street, Amsterdam 
Avenue and One Hundred and Forty-third 
Street, West Broadway and Thomas Street, 
Fulton Ferry, Brooklyn; Dean and Court 
Streets, Brooklyn; Williamsburg, Jamaica, 
and Flushing. The trips will vary from 
ten to thirty-five miles on a single run, and 
with the location of stations in both city 
and suburban centres it will be seen that 
the test of commercial vehicles over roads 
of varying conditions of. excellence will 
be_a very thorough one. 

Each wagon in the contest will carry 
an otficial observer appointed by the Auto- 
mobile Club of America, who will make 
a daily report on the general performance 
of the venicle, the amount otf fuel used, 
the repairs made, if any, and other notes 
of interest regarding the service-ability of 
the wagon. Kach wagon will also carry-an 
official number. All of the entering ye- 
hicles will be weighed by officials of the 
club next Saturday. A careful estimate 
will be kept of the amount of fuel used, 
whether ot gasolene, kerosene, electricity, 
or water, so that the cost of operation per 
mile of each competing motor wagon may 
be exactly computed. 

The wagons in the two larger classes 
will pertorm similar work, only 
over the regular route every day of a large 
brewing commpany. Besides Secretary But- 
ler the committee in charge of this service 
test consists of John A. Hill, Chairman; 
Emerson Brooks, and Roland kK. Conklin. 

An important meeting of the Racing 
Board of the American Automobile Asso- 
ciation will be held on Wednesday in the 
rooms of the Automobile Club of Amer- 
ica. It-is expected that the complete rules 
for autoboat races will be ready, and, if 
satisfactory, they will be formally adopted 
by the association. A rough dratt of them 
was presented to the Racing Board by the 
special committee last week, and they have 
been receiving their finishing touches for 
presentation at the meeting. 

If the rules meet witn general favor 
the race between the fast bo&ts of Smith 
& Mabley and Hollander & Tdhgeman, 
which is to be held in June at the warch- 
mont Yacht Club, will be held under their 

rovisions. Both firms in this dual race 
ave objected to certain features of the 
racing rules promulgated by the Amer- 
ican Power Boat Association, and they 
have been particularly desirous for a new 
set of rules. 

It fis barely possible that the deed of 
gift of the cup offered by W. K. Vander- 
bilt, Jr., for a %00-mile automobile road 
race, somewhat similar to the Gordon 
Bennett contest, may be ready for an- 
nouncement at the meeting on Wednesday. 
A. R. Pardington, Chairman of the Racing 
Board, has been at work upon the docu- 
ment for the last two weeks, and his draft 
has been approved by Mr. Vanderbilt. The 
next thing is to get the proper course, but 
plans have begn going on quietly for some 
time, and a course is practically assured 
on Long Island not far from New York. 
Although the course would be run over 
several times it is said to embody all the 
necessary conditions tor a good test of 
road racing. 


LOCAL GOLF HANDICAPS. 


Official List to be Issued Next Month— 
Travis Out of Local Championship. 


Linonel H. Graham, Cnairman of the Han- 
dicap Committee of the Metropolitan Golf 
Association, hopes to heve the lists of all 
clubs in the association in possession of his 
committee: this week, so that the official 
handicap scheduled may be prepared and 
issued as early in April as possible. He 
announced last week that clubs whose 
members’ lists were not at hand by April 


1 would not appear in the new arrange- 
ment of handicaps. The list is compiled by 
the par score method adopted last year at 
Mr. Graham’s suggestion and the plan has 
been tried with success by other golf or- 
ganizations. 

The new handicap list will determine the 
eligibility of competitors for the coming 
Metropolitan championship tournament, 
which will be played from May 25 to 28 
at the Garden City Golf Club. The usual 
thirty-six-hole qualifying round will be 
played on the opening day and the first 
thirty-two players will continue at match 
play for the local championship now held 
by Findlay Douglas. A second set of thirty- 
two will play for a consolation cup, and the 
committee has also offered a cup for the 
defeated sixteen in the first championship 
round. The match play round will be eigh- 
teen holes, except the final round, which 
will be thirty-six holes. 

The annual open tournament of the Lake- 
wood Golf Club will be played toward the 
end of April, so that the Metropolitan aspir- 
ants for high honors will have an opportu- 
nity to get in good practice before the 
championship contest. Walter J. Travis 
will not be a starter in the ‘local champion- 
ship, as he is to sail for England on April 
29. He expects to plav in the amateur 
championship of Great Britain, which will 
begin May 30 on the Sandwich links, Eng- 
land, Other Americans who Intend to com- 
pete in that blue ribbon golf event are John 
Moller, Jr.. F. Oden Horstman, and EB. M. 
Byers. With the exception of Travis the 
latter will undoubtedly be the most for- 
midable of the visiting golfers. Travis is 
acauainted with the Sandwich links, having 
1 played there three years ago.

By accepting the Chairmanship of the 
Republican State Committee while con- 
tinuing to hold the office of Governor, 
BENJAMIN B. ODELL will make a consid- 
erable contribution to the defeat of Presi- 
dent RooseveLt.

JUDGE PARKER AND MR. HILL. 

The conjecture that Judge PARKER is |} 
in some way subject to the influence and 
control of ex-Senator Hixu lacks the 
basis of evidence. It is very generally be- | 
lieved that two years ago Mr. Hi. pre- 
vented the nomination of Judge PARKER 
for the Governorship. It is known to 
everybody that Mr. HILu would not listen 
to the suggestion of Judge ParKeErR’s 
name, and that he insisted on the nomi- 
nation of CoLEerR. That is not exactly the 
way in which one man acquires influence | 
over another. The Hon. SMITH M. WEED 
and the Hon. Epwarp Murphy, Jr., are 
advocates of the nomination of Judge 
PARKER. They would be very sure to ad- 
vocate some other nomination if they 
thought the Judge were too fond of Mr. 
Hix, of whom they are not at all fond. 

Mr. HILu was the earliest and has been 
the most persistent worker im behalf of 
Judge PARKER’s candidacy. It is upon 
that fact, we suppose, that the theory 
that he controls the Judge has been 
built up. It would have been just as 
reasonable to say that the late CaLvin 
S. Brice controlled Grover CLEVELAND 
because in the year 1888 as Chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee he 
conducted the Cleveland campaign.

No other name was much under 
discussion. There was no indication that 
any other would be acceptable. 

Mr. Hriw’s professional influence over 
Judge ParKrrR in his capacity of Chief 
Justice of the Court of Appeals has been 
notably imperfect. He has often argued 
important cases before the Court of Ap- 
peals in which he has expounded the 
Constitution with learning and an air of 
profound conviction, but ‘he has often 
failed to convince Judge PARKER, whose 
decisions against him are matters of rec- 
ord. Judge PARKER is an upright jurist, 
and of course this fact argues nothing 
for or agginst the cordiality of his pri- 
vate relations with the distinguished ad- 
vocate who practices in his court, But 
there is nowhere any indication or any 
evidence that Judge PaRK=R is within 
the ex-Senator’s “sphere of influence.” 
The thesry, that he is within it is made 
up of gossip and guesswork, with some 
manifest admixture of malice. 

TRAPPING THE INNOCENT. 

Mr. JosEPH B. SARGENT is @ gentleman 
widely known and respected in the Unit- 
ed States. He is the President of Sar- 
GENT & Co., hardware manufacturers in 
New Haven, and senior partner of Sar- 
GENT & Co., jobbers in hardware in this 
city. He is eighty-one years o]d, Inci- 
dentally it may be remarked that he is 
distinguished among American manu- 
facturers as an opponent, of the protect- 
ive tariff, having always insisted that 
with a fair field and no favor the Ameri- 
cans can hold their own markets and 
get a full share of the trade of foreign 
markets. Had he been an ardent advo- 
cate of protection, an experience he had 
four years ago might have made him 
hate it even if he did not regard it as an 
economic blunder. 

He was returning from Mexico by land, 
enfeebled by severe illness, and had in 
his trunks some Mexican drawn work in 
linen, which his wife iad purchased for 
presents to their immediate family, at a 
cost of $75, American money, What hap- 

pened to him when he reached the United 
States frontier at Laredo is told in House 
Document No. 1,571, Fifty-elghth Con- 
gress, second session, which is a report 
of the Committee on Claims in favor of 
refunding to Mr. SARGENT money ille- 
gally extorted from him by United States 
customs officers and the restoration of 
his property. The testimony in the re- 
port is somewhat conflicting, but Mr. 
SARGENT’s own affidavit shows that he 
stated to the officers that he did not 
know whether the linen pieces were du- 
tiable or not, but that they. were seized 
on the ground that he had not declared 
them; that he said that he would rather 
abandon the property than to remain for 
its appraisal; that finally the property 
was retained by the officers, to whom 
he gave his name and address and a 
memorandum of the cost of the property 
made at the time of purchhse; that at 
San Antonio he was arrested for at- 
tempted smuggling and only released on 
the payment of $410; that on his return 
to New Haven a United States Marshal 

called on him and collected 3100, more 
under threat of a suit. 

At this Mr. SarGcent rebelled and sub- 
mitted the case to his lawyers and peti- 
tioned the Government for redress. He 
will probably get it as far as the restora- 
tion of his property and the money paid 
are concerned, and he may get some sat- 
isfaction in securing the rectification of a 
gross infustice. But the law under which 
such an experience could happen to an 
American gentleman does not seem cal- 
culated to increase the respect of the pub- 
lic for our fiscal system. It is probable 
that the Collector of Customs at Laredo 
acted on the testimony of his subordi- 
nates, and these were possibly acting on 
a misunderstanding of the facts. But 
what is not subject to misundefstanding 


| is the spirit of the law, which is savage 


and oppressive and reflects the greed of 
the tariff beneficiaries. The law is 
framed to trap the innocent, and in this 
case its operation was resisted and ex- 
posed. In most cases that does not hap- 
pen. 

FIGHTING FOR NEW YORK. 

We fully sympathize with the feeling 
expressed by the report made to the New 
York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion from its Railway Committee on 
“the differentials against New York.” 
We are not so sure as the committee is 
that the rights of New York in the prem- 
ises can best be secured by absolute re- 
fusal of arbitration or its equivalent 
through the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission. 

The committee declares that: 

For twenty-two years as the result of an 
arbitration to which New York gave con- 
sent our competitors on the Atlantic sea- 
board have enjoyed the benefits of com- 
merce naturally tributary to New York, but 
arbitrarily diverted from this port. Such 
arbitrary and artificial advantage, given 
as the settlement of'a dispute to avoid un- 
reasoning commercial strife, the wise men 
who composed the court of arbitration 


clearly indicated to be only tentative in 
effect, but which would “‘ betome inequi- 


table before the lapse of any cenehaieatile 
time.” Having so long possessed this arbi- 
trary advantage through the magnanimity 
of New York and that of the great lines of 
railroad which terminate here, our com- 
petitors have come to regard it as a natural 
right. 


It is undoubtedly true, as is here inti-- 


mated, that the differentials are the price 
paid for the avoidance of railroad war, 
and that the railways directly connecting 
the Port of New York with the great 
West can, if they are permitted, bring 
freight to, and carry freight from, this 
city. profitably at lower rates than other 
roads. Were freight rates to be deter- 
mined solely by the cost of transportation 
plus a reasonable profit, they would be 
lower to New York than to the other At- 
lantic-seaboard ports. This is true, not 
only because the roads into New York 
traverse a natural highway, but because 
the return freight is larger in amount 
and in variety, and the cost per unit of 
total traffic is lower, or could be made 
lower. But unrestricted competition 
would not respect cost. As Mr. VANDER- 
BILT declared on more than one occasion, 
the competition he was compelled to face 
in the long run was that of a receiver, 
with no fixed charges, no charges at all 
except operating expenses, to meet. It 
was ransom from that sort of attack that 
really determined the policy of the dif- 
ferentials. On the face of the situation 
the merchants of the city are quite justi- 
fied in saying that “ there is nothing to 
arbitrate,” and that “the trade that 
comes to us by nature and as the result 
of our enterprise and sacrifices is ours 
by right.” They are justified in demand- 
ing the “total abolition of the differen- 
tials.”’ . 

The practical question is how nearly 
can this be accomplished. The compet- 
ing roads are stronger now than they 
were twenty-two years since. The rival 
ports are stronger. The alternative to 
arbitration er to a decision by the Inter- 
State Commerce Commission is still a 
possible war of rates, which would in- 
volve many complications, and as to the 
result or course of which the merchants 
and shippers of New York would not nec- 
essarily have the final say. The situa- 
tion is grave and important, and it de- 
mands the most careful treatment. The 
proposition of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion, concurred in by the chief railway 
officials, seems to us the wisest and most 
practical. 


“ ANARCHISM” AND ASSASSINATION. 


Mr. JoHN TURNER has appealed to the 
courts to decide whether he is liable to 
deportation under the law which forbids 
entrance to the United States of An- 
archists, by that term being meant men 
and women who advocate the overthrow 
of organized government. The law was 
passed as a consequence of the assas- 
sination of President McKINLEY by an 
avowed Anarchist who had learned his 
lesson in part from the persons with 
whom Mr. TurNnzR finds it proper to 
consort in public. One evening last week 
he spoke to a meeting of Anarchists in 
Cooper Union, and one of his hearers 
was unkind enough to ask: “Is the as- 
sassination of rulers an advantage to the 
cause of anarchism?” 

Mr. TURNER very frankly replied that 
this was a “funny” question, not mean- 
ing, we assume, that it was amusing, but 
that it was queer, curious, and difficult. 
He confessed that he did not “care” to 
answer it. It would require too long a 
review of the past. On one point, how- 
ever, he was explicit. “I am not,” he 
declared, “in favor of the advocacy of 
assassination. I say that unreservedly, 
no matter what you may think of my po- 
sitien in the matter, and the reason is 
because advocacy may incite others to act, 
and I hold that a man who sits back 
safely and urges upon another to do 
something he thinks ought to be done is a 
coward.” That, so far as it goes, is 
manly. But the whole answer is a 
strange’ one for the question. He was 
not asked if assassination was right or 
justified. He was asked if it was an ad- 
vantage to the cause of anarchism, of 
which’ he is an ardent advocate, and he 
confessed himself unable offhand to give 
a reply. “Each one of you,” he said, 
“must consider the subject for himself 
and decide it for himself.” The inference 
is unavoidable that each one must act for 
himself on the decision he reaches. Mur- 
der is an open question, its practice a. 
matter of individual responsibility. 

The persons, official or other, who have 
thought that the right to enter this coun- 
try and advocate his ideas might with 
propriety be withheld from Mr. TuRNER 
are not likely to change their minds on 
this statement of his peculiar views 
made by himself publicly in an assembly 
of precisely the sort that the wretch 
CzoLcosz was wont to frequent, and 
where he imbibed his notion of how to 
advance “the cause of anarchism.” If 
the immigration lews of the United 
States did not now provide adequate 
means to secure Mr. TURNER's exclusion, 
it would be well that they should be 
amended to that effect. 


LEAKAGE OF WATER MAINS. 

That we have never been able to find 
ourselves in agreement with the conclu- 
sions of the Chief Engineer of the De- 
partment of Water, Gas, and Blectricity 
as to the proportion of the total per 
capita consumption to be charged to 
underground leakage is a fact we have 
stated with regret on more than one oc- 
casion when the subject was under dis- 
cussion. In his third report to the Com- 
missioner, Chief Engineer Hinu, sum- 
ming up the results of tests made in dif- 
ferent districts, said: 

A further study of the subject does not 
reveal a large leakage in the mains. The 
sewer and subway inspections revealed 
nothing serious. * * * While we are not 
prepared as yet to make any definite state- 
ment about this leakage, ‘or until we can 
get the valves and mains in proper con- 


dition to make more exhaustive tests, the 
theory that this source of waste is not 


large is  atalaliatty y streaiuimed by our 
observati 


ons. 

In sharp contrast with this coftclusion 
we find in the report of the Metropolitan 
Water and Sewage Board of Boston, 
which has just concluded a careful and 
thorough investigation of the consump- 
tion and waste of water in that city and 
seventeen neighboring cities and towns, 
the following relative to main leakage: 


The tests which have been made in the 
several municipalities of the Metropolitan 
water district tend to show that the leak- 
@ge from street mains services is véry 
large, and that from ten to fifteen 
thotisand gallons per mile of street main 
escape each day into the ground, or into 
some underground channel, If this esti- 
mate is correct, the total leakage from 
tains and services is from 15,000,000 to 22,- 
600,000 gallons per day—equivalent to from 
16.5 to 25 gallons per inhabitant. 

This is in accordance’ with experience 
in every city of the world—except New 
York. That any reason exists in superior 
engineering or better materials or meth- 
ods in pipe laying for loeal exemption 
from the rule which applies everywhere 
else is beyond supposition. There have 
been long periods of local misgovernment 
when the work of the Water Department 
was very badly done under wholly in- 
competent direction. Mr. ALPHONSE 
Frever, for many years Chief Engineer 
of the Aqueduct Commission and an ex- 
pert whose authority is not likely to be 
questioned by any living hydraulic en- 
gineer, was of the opinion that at least 
50 per cent. of the water which entered 
the mains did not reach the consumer for 
use or waste. Some English figures of 
actual per capita consumption contrast 
instructively with the alleged 120 gallons 
per capita consumption of New York:

Of Oxford and Cambridge the late 
THOMAS HAWKESLEY, & very eminent Brit- 
ish civil engineer, said: “It is yet to be 
shown that any community can use 25 
gallons per head per day. Oxford and 
Cambridge find 18 gallons enough, since 
a leakage of 62 gallons per head per day 
was found and stopped. There is proba- 
bly some leakage still, but it is included 
in the 18 gallons.” 

The experts of the New York Depart- 
ment of Water, Gas, and Electricity are 
undoybtedly conscientious men of large 
intelligence. They may have discovered 
a continuous performance miracle in the 
case of the New York mains, but we 
rather incline to the conviction that they 
have not yet learned the facts.

JAPANESE RESEARCH IN BIOLOGY. 

It is probably not generally known that 
during “recent years Japanese contribu- 
tions to science have been numerous and 
important. The most conspicuous suc- 
cesses of its original investigators appear 
to have ‘been in the field of biological re- 
search, a study demanding great pa- 
tience, manual dexterity, and a refine- 
ment of technique which are quite char- 
acteristic of the people who are now oc- 
cupying so large a share of the world’s 
notice. In their contributions to our 
knowledge of pathogenic ‘micro-organ- 
Isms the Japanese are pushing German 
and French experimenters for the first 
place, and are far ahead of those of 
Great Britain or the United States. Sev- 
eral years ago KITASATO segregated and 
described the specific germ of tetanus, 
and was admittedly the first to do so. 
This discovery was followed by the prep- 
aration of a tetanus antitoxin which has 
been extremely useful. Another Japa- 
nese, SuHica, has discovered the bacillus 
which is chiefly responsible for dysen- 
tery, so fatal to the soldier in war time, 
and use of this knowledge is being made 
to safeguard the Japanese troops in Man- 
churia and Korea with excellent effect. 
The absence of amoeba in many cases of 
dysentery critically examined was the 
cause of much confusion in the clinical 
study of this disease until SHIGA estab- 
lished the fact that in such cases the dis- 
ease is due to the presence of a micro- 
scopic plant now known as the bacillus 
dysentariae, Still other contributions of 
great value to biological knowledge have 
come from Japan, and the fact is of es- 
pecial interest as shoWing in what direc- 
tions the peculiar civilization of that 
country has developed since its associa- 
tion with the Western world was re- 
sumed.

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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——As there is no reason to doubt the 
substantial accuracy of the many reports 
that the men who conduct or desire to 
conduct poolrooms are ready to engage in 
a desperate struggle with the city admin- 
istration, the law, and the forces of decency 
in general, rather than submit to the aboli- 
tion of their “‘ business,” that part of the 
public which has been accustomed to risk 
its money in these places and fs willing to 
do so again when opportunity offers, might 
well reflect upon the relation of this eager- 
ness for an expensive contest with them- 
selves and their pockétbooks. The patrons 
of poolrooms have, of course, the idea 
that the results of bets on the races made 
in them depend upon the interaction of 
chance and judgment which constitutes 
gambling properly so called, and that the 
transaction Is a form of “sport.” That it 
is no such thing, but merely a device for 
separating dupes from their money with 
what is in the long run something close 
to an absolute certainty, is madg@ manifest 
in several ways. Shrewd men of the class 
that know the most about this “ Business” 
are always ready to invest large amounts 


of money in it, but they always take the 
side of it which is not the public’s side, 
though they know that their money will 
go, not in paying losses determined by 
fortune, but in meeting the numerous and 
heavy expenses involved in rent, salary 
lists, and the establishment of satisfactory 
terms with powers and authorities of va- 
rious kinds. The theoretical chances of the 

game form the one feature of it which 
a has taught them to ignore, for 
even the mathematical. advantages ad- 
mittedly in their favor are enough to make 
satisfactory profits sure if the game can 
only run long enough, and the possibilities 
for dishonest and therefore secret advan- 
tages are innumerable. There is, perhaps, 
a little more of the gambling element in 
the poolroom than in the policy shop, but 


there is not more, and the end is the 
same for the pa s of both. The fact is 
that there is san can be no such thing as a 
professional gambler. Every one of them 
is & professional of another sort—a few rro- 
fessionals in the trade of supplying vicious 
amuseménht for what amounts to a com- 
mission paid by people whose unintelligence 
enables them to deny the truths of math- 
emati¢s, and all the rest are professional 
swindlers. Not one of them could possibly 
live for any length of time on the outcome 
of uninfluenced chance at even odds, and 
not one of them will think of doing it until 
he himself is carried away by the delusion 
of his own dupes and triés his “luck” 
against thé certainties of his cooler col- 
leagues. The desperate determination of 
which we are hearing so much is wholly 
due to a desire to engage in a compara- 
tivély safe form of barefaced robbery, and 
an aes victims should remember that 


—It’s really amazing~the perspicuity of 
the Intellectual giants who write editorial 
articles for up-the-State papers. For in- 
stance, there appeared in this column, a 
few days ago, a few genial remarks on 
the absurdity that Hes in—and sticks out 
from every side of—the speeches delivered 
at the dinners of New York’s numberless 
societies that are composed of men who 
came from this, that, or the other part of 
the comparatively inferior and unfortunate 
remainder of the world. These men all 
declare a fervent affection for the region

~——Anybody with a real affection for 
books and an approach to an understand- 
ing of the reasons for their existence, 
reads of a set of Dioxens that is to cost 
$130,000 with emotions that would, indeed, 
please the publishers and purchasers of 
such books so far as strength goes, but 
they would not be likely to please them in 
other ways. For the emotions, instead of 
being those of wonder, awe, and admira- 
tion, are with great difficulty distinguish- 
able from angry disgust. The content of a 
book may be of a value beside which $130,- 
000 is insignificant, but that is far from 
saying that any book or set of books is, 
ought to be, or could be, worth any such 
sum. It would be possible, of course, so to 
print and bind a set of books, or even a 
single hook, that $130,000 would give the 
makers only a fair profit over the cost, but 
we do not believe it ever has been done 
or is likely to be done, afd, even if it were, 
the product would not be a book at all, in 
any proper or decent sense of the name, 
but merely a curio—a thing to be offered 
for sale by jewelers, not publishers, and 
to be bought by million-maddened vulga- 
rians, not by lovers of literature. A book 
is a thing to be read. Any peculiarity of it 
which interferes with that end is a blem- 
ish, whether the peculiarity takes the 
Shape of “deckel edges,” of paper the 
expensiveness of which has no relation to 
legitimate usage, or of a binding so pre- 
cious as ‘to be at home only in a safe- 
deposit vault. Dickens himself was not a 
man of infallible taste, but even the fierc- 
est of his critics must credit him with 
much more than enough of common 
sense—nothing else would be required—to 
have denounced and ridiculed the publica- 
tion of his works in such a form as this— 
a form that will inevitably distract atten- 
tion from all their merits and fix it upon 
the very worst of their faults,

and death. Curiously enough, his report 
is in direct conflict not only with those of 
the island’s new officials, but also with 
statistics of its trade that certainly are 
correct. and with mortality records that 
are so in all probability.

A Way to Overcome Objection to Floral 
Window Boxes. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The reappearance of the seedsmen’s and 
florists’ catalogues is a reminder of the 
passing of the period of snow and allows us 
to anticipate the cheerful coloring of nature 
in the near future. Continued effort should 
be made this year in promoting the general 
use of window boxes for flowers in tene- 
ment and apartment houses. A general ob- 
jection to these boxes has hitherto pre- 
vailed among landlords on account of the 
leaking of the water down the side of the 
house and ‘staining the bricks, but I find 
that this can be obviated by the packing of 
peat moss in the bottom of the box.

I 
might also say. that, although there are 
many flowers suitable for window boxes, 
such as begonias, geraniums, dwarf nastur- 
tiums, kenilworth ivy, &c., their adaptabil- 
ity depends on the exposure of the window 
to the sun.

Is 
it to be doubted that the Japanese imper- 
ialist—and every man in Japan {is an im- 
perialist—has cast many a longing eye 
toward the fine and fruitful group to the 
south which is now entering upon a new 
career under our own starry banner. What 
her next step would be with the prestige

Suffice it 
to say here that Japan already owes us at 
least one grud for putting her off the 
little Midway slands, which she regarded 
as her own until Uncle Sam discovered 
that he could use them as a cable station.

MR. HOAR IN CENTRE 
7 OF THE SENATE'S STAGE 


Set Speeches of Senator Feature 
of Long Session, 


RELIC OF OLD-TIME ORATORY 


Last of Vanished Senatorial Age—Age 
cf Statesmen and Students—Sam- 
ples of His Style. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Anti-Smoot- 
ing, as the late Henry L. Merrick used to 
eall it, has served one purpose besides 
holding Mormonism up by the scruff of the 
neck to the eyes of a surprised and not 
enthusiastic Nation. It has furnished Sen- 
ator Hoar with his biennial place in the 
centre of the stage at the first session of 
a new Congress. 

This is a custom as deeply rooted if not 
as ancient as ‘Senatorial courtesy.” . In 
the long session of each new Congress Sen- 
ator Hoar seizes some copic, becomes im- 
mersed in it, and throughout the session is 
s0 identified with it that no man can speak 
of it without a picture of the venerable 
Yankee rising before his eyes. This does 
not imply playing to the galleries or seek- 
ing the calcium; it is Hoar’s nature and 
habit. 

In the short session no one eyer hears of 
him. He does not derive any inspiration 
from the opportunities of the hurried and 
businesslike period preceding the death ofa 
Congress. He tries to, but can’t. In the 
second session of the Fifty-seventh Con- 
gress he made an effort to get interested in 
the trust question, and introduced a bill 
which was the wonder of an hour. It was 
no use; the aimosphere of a short session 
was uncongenial, and the trust question 
was disposed of with Mr. Hoar lost among 
the rank and file, instead of leading the 
army. 

In the last three Congresses Mr. Hoar 
seized the Philippine question, and to this 
day he is about all that is remembered of 
those historic debates. There were other 
speakers, but when one thinks of the 
Philippine discussions he thinks only of 
Hoar. 
A SENATORIAL SURVIVAL. 

It is a remark common to the threadbare 
point that Hoar is one of the few and fast 
disappearing relics of a vanished Senatorial 
age—the age of statesmen and orators. To 
this the retort generally is that the Senate 
never was so high in character and average 
ability as to-day. This may be true, but the 
kind of ability has unquestionably changed, 
and Hoar does stand almost alone as 4 rep- 
resentative of the Senate of an elder day. 

Blaine, in his “Twenty Years of Con- 
gress,” takes up a page with the names of 
the great debators on the compromise of 
1850, and every one of their speeches was 
great. Great debates of that kind cannot 
be held in the Senate to-day’ Great ques- 
tions may arise, and great speeches may be 
delivered by a mere handful of Senators— 
Hoar, Spoorer, and Bailey. But three Sen- 
ators cannot make a great debate. 

Spooner, with his statesmanilike grasp, his 
keen wit, and his legal mind; Bailey, with 
almost the same equipment and a profound 
knowledge of the Constitution, and Hoar, 
with his high ideals and his literary touch, 
can almost make a great debate, but not 
auite. The ability of the Senate may be as 
great as it was in the days of Lamar and 
Thurman and Conkling and Blaine and Ed- 
munds, but there is no likeness to the tra- 
ditions of the past. 

Senatorial ability now finds its expres- 
gion in the silent mastery of men, the chess- 
playing with Senators for pawns, of Ald- 
rich; the sturdy common-sense and direct- 
ness of the late Mark Hanna, which 
achieved great results, with no circum- 
locution .and no eloquence; the  busi- 
nesslike speeches of Teller. Ané Hoar 
seems almost a pathetic figure, 4 lonely re- 
minder of a vanished Senate. The ability 
may be as great, the results are as great, 
but the method has changed; and with the 
rapid increase of simple business men like 
Dryden and Burnham, and of alert young 
politicians like Carmack and Dick, the time 
seems near when the change will be com- 
plete. 

The change, however, is more in the out- 
ward aspect than in the reality. The Sen- 
ate does not look so statesmanlike and its 
debates are not so great. But Mr. Hoar’s 
high ideals do not prevent him sometimes 
from meekly voting for the things he de- 
nounces, if his party commands it; while so 
strictly modern a Senator as Bard of Cali- 
fornia—a business man throughout, with no 
eloquence and no pretensions to statesman- 
ship, a man who cannot even make a 
speech—hesitated not a moment to defy the 
Administration and to vote the way he 
talked. There is none of the glamour of 
Webster's day about the business Senator, 
but perhaps what the country has lost has 
been more in what touches the imagination 
than in what appeals to the reason, 

ALWAYS COMMANDS ATTENTION. 


However that may be, it is as the repre- 
gcntative of a day gone by that Hoar al- 
ways addresses the Senaté and commands 
its attention. It is unconscious with him, 
of course; if he deliberately assumed that 
attitude he would be laughed at. The very 
unconsciousness of it adds something noble 
and forlorn to his not too frequent appear- 
ances, atid there is not a Senator who does 
not recognize it and is not touched by it. 
It is this more than anything else that in- 
sures him the respectful and admiring at- 
tention of Senators who know perfectly 
well that he may not follow his voice with 
his vote. 

Look in The Congressional Record at 
Hoar’s great speeches for years past, and 
you will find that after every one of them 
occurs this sentence: 

“THE PRESIDING OFFICER—Visitors 
in the galleries will please remember that 
under the rules of the Senate no expres- 
sions of approval or disapproval are per- 
mitted, and if there is a repetition of the 
applause the Sergeant at Arms will be re- 
quired to clear the galleries at once.” 

The last time this happened, in 1902, Sen- 
ator Bacon observed: “I think it should be 
noted that the main applause was on the 
floor of the Senate.” 

These set speeches of Hoar’s are always 
very long and crammed to the muzzle with 
both facts and eloquence. They are elab- 
orate, Icisurely arguments, moving majes- 
tically to a conclusion that is an {irresistible 
climax. Again, they are the speeches of a 
former day; the meteoric and flashy perora- 
tion of to-day, following a pyrotechnic 
speech, is a strange contrast’to these slow- 
moving, gradually ascending flights, mov- 
ing on the wings of Webster and Sumner. 

The style is as elaborate as that of Mil- 
ton’s prose, and not much less archaic. The 
peroration consists in the deliberate and 
leisurely painting of a picture. The modern 
climax is a paragraph long; one of Hoar’s 
takes up a page of The Congressional Rec- 
ord, because it is a picture painted with 
scrupulous care in every detail, and of 
wondrous beauty. 

These speeches have for years been in op- 
position to the policy of his party, ana 
some feeling of his loneliness has moved the 
old man to an emotion that was visible and 
was shared by the most eallous of his 
listeners. Nature did not give him an or- 
ator’s voice; it was high-pitched and shrill 
and wavering, but he so uses that poor 
weapon as to remind one of Sill’s poem of 
the king’s son who found a broken sword 


“and with it “saved a great cause that he- 


roic day.” 


Nor does he gesticulate in the ordinary, a wine service consisting of 220 pieces, 
- —_ - 2 ss 


sense. When deeply moved he walks out 
into the aisle and back again; his body 
fhakes with the force of his indignation, 
and he rises on his toes when he is deliver- 
ing an invective; but he seldom moves his 
hands at all. 

When he has prenared his audience for 
the vaintine of the picture he comes out 
into the aisle and stands there, generally 
with his hands folded. That voice, which 
has so won upon his hearers, is broken 
with feeling, and the old man himself is so 
evidently and sincerely moved that a 
touch of compassion is added to the feelings 
evoked by his solemn appeals. 

A STRIKING EXAMPLE. 


Once, for example—in the speech of 1900 
on the Philippine question—he began his 
picture with this touch of the brush: 

“TI have sometimes fancied that the ques- 
tion before us now might be decided not 
alone by the votes of us who sit here to- 
day, but of the great men who have been 
our predecessors in this Chamber and in the 
Continental Congress from the beginning 
ef the Republic.”’ 

Then he walked slowly into the alsle and 
called the roll. The first name was that of 
Greoge Washington, and he called it in a 
voice so deep and solemn and so reverent 
that the thrilled men about him seemed al- 
most to expect that the Father of His 
Country would rise at the invocation and 
answer. 

After pausing a moment, Hoar gave the 
answer, with the reason for the vote; and 
so he went on, calling the roll of all the 
Fathers in such a way that the auditors 
hardly drew a breath, till he ended with 
the name of William McKinley. That name 
he called twice, as if McKinley was reluc- 
tant to answer; and the answer was so 
tactful that, while conveying an impres- 
sion of rebuke to the President, it violated 
no one’s sense of decorum and jarred not 
the least upon the impressiveness of the 
scene. 

“Mr. President,”’ he concluded, ‘I know 
how feeble is a single voice amid this din 
and tempest, this delirrum of empire. It 
may be that the battle for this day is lost. 
But I have an assured faith in the future. 
I have an assured faith in justice and the 
love of liberty of the American people. The 
stars in their courses fight for freedom. 
The Ruler of the Heavens is on that side. 
If the battle to-day goes against it, I ap- 
peal to another day, not distant and sure 
to come. I appeal from the clapping of 
hands and the stamping of feet and the 
brawling and the shouting to the quiet 
chamber where the Fathers gathered in 
Philadelphia. I appeal from the spirit of 
trade to the spirit of liberty. I appeal from 
the Empire to the Republic. I appeal from 
the millionaire and the boss and the wire- 
puller and the manager to the statesman of 
the elder time, in whose eyes a guinea never 
glistened, who lived and died poor, and who 
left to his children and to his countrymen a 
good name far better than riches. I ap- 
peal from the Present, bloated with mate- 
rial prosperity, drunk with the lust of em- 
pire, to another and a better age. I appeal 
from the Present to the Future and to the 
Past.” : 

A VISION FULFILLED. 


And as he spoke the vision seemed ful- 
filled, and that statesmen of the bygone 
day seemed to stand again in the venera- 
ble figure there in the Senate aisle. 

So, too, the peroration of his set speech 
of 1902 was a picture of the erection of a 
column to American liberty, with each gen- 
eration bringing an inscription which should 
recite its own contribution to that cause, 
First came the generation of the Puritans, 
with the inscription, “I brought the torch 
of Freedom across the sea. I laid in Chris- 
tian liberty and law the foundations of em- 
pire.” 

And so the generations came on, mar- 
shaled by the old man in the aisle, and 
there was not a man who did not see the 
sight as plainly as if the column were go- 
ing up before his eyes. At last came the 
present generation, but Hoar ieft its place 
upon the column blank. He stayed the 
coming sculptor with his hand, and asked 
if that inscription should be, ‘‘ We repealed 
the Declaration of Independence. We 
crushed the only republic in Asia. We 
baffled the aspirations of a people for lib- 
erty.”’ 

‘““No!” he cried. ‘“‘ Never, never! Other 
and better counsels will yet prevail. The 
hours are long in the life of a great peo- 
rie.”’ 

So the old man stands there, almost soli- 
tary and growing lonelier every year. He 
has foibles and weaknesses in plenty, and 
is far from perfect, even as a Senator; yet 
when his chair is vacant and some smart 
young politician or successful business man 
comes here from the State House at Bos- 
ton it will almost seem to many that the 
grave of the old-time Senate is the new- 
made grave at Worcester. 


CONFERENCE OF RELIGION. 


Special Services at the Church of the 
Holy Communion. 


Special services under the auspices of 
the New York State Conference of Re- 
ligion, which includes fourteen denomina- 
tions, were held last night at the Protestant 
Episcopal Church of the Holy Communion, 
Sixth Avenue and Twentieth Street. The 
Rev. Henry Mottet, rector of the chuch, 
with his assistants conducted the religious 
exercises, and the speakers were the Rev 
Dr. Whiting, member of the Executive 
Committee of the Conference of Religion; 
Rabbi Maurice H. Harris of Temple Israel, 
and Prof. Thomas C. Hall. 

The Rev. Dr. Whiting explained the ob- 
ject of the Conference of Religion, which 
was formed in 1899 “* to secure the co-opera- 


tion of all religious men for the promo- | 


tion of moral progress and to combat the 
moral degeneracy that menaces our Na- 
tional life.” 

Prof. Hall said that, because of the con- 
fusion on every side, the subject of unity 
and uniformity was well worthy of careful 
consideration. ‘‘ We seek,” he said, “ not 
uniformity in religion, law, or government, 


but unity, so that our purposes may be 
linked to the purposes of God.” 

Rabbi Harris, among other things, said: 

“The conflict between science and re- 
ligion started from a divergence of ideas, 
and the priest has looked upon the scholar 
as a disturber and an enemy of religion and 
truth. Let the teacher of religion regard 
knowledge not as an enemy, but rather 
supplementary to religion. Science has not 
injured the cause of religion, but has ad- 
vanced it. It is the ignorant person that 
wants religion presented in a complex, 
mysterious, and supernaturdl way. In this 
conference all religions are brought closer 
together, and that is the work of the 
scholar.”

GOMBES SAYS VATICAN 
SHOULD END CONCORDAT 


Declares It Has Not Observed 
Agreement with France. 


ATTACKS THE POPE’S SPEECH 


Announces That He and Delcasse Both 
Protested—Loubet Never Meant 
to Visit Pontiff. 


ROME, March 27.—Newspapers here pub- 
lish an interview with M. Combes, the 
French Premier, in which he says that the 
forthcoming visit of President Loubet to 
Rome is not only a courtesy from the 
President of the French Republic to King 
Victor Emmanuel, but that it is a visit 
“from a friend called France to a friend 
called Italy,” the relations of which coun- 
tries are now as close as possible. 

M. Combes added ‘that President Loubet 
never dreamed of visiting the Pope. 

Concerning the speech delivered by the 
Pontiff on March 18 the Premier said: 

“It is the Pope’s business, and he can 
do what he thinks best. The Vatican has 
not observed the Concordat, and it would 
be more frank and more loyal to denounce 
it as ended, 

“I energetically protested against the 


speech of Pope Pius, and Foreign Minister: 


Delcassé protested likewise against the in- 
tervention of the Pope in questions which 
are not spiritual and which were not con- 
templated by the Concordat."’ 


In his speech to the Cardinals, in reply 
to their congratulations on the occasion of 
his feast day, St. Joseph's Day, March 18, 
the Pope alluded to the present religious 
situation in France. He declared that he 
was deeply affected by the legislative meas- 
ures which had been adopted against the 
religious congregations. 

It was intended, his Holiness said, to 
go still further, a bill being now under 
consideration the object of which was 


to prohibit even authorized religious orders” 


from teaching. The Pope added: 

“We deplore and we highly disapprove 
of such rigors, which are essentially con- 
trary to the idea of liberty, to the inherent 
rights of the Catholic Church, and to the 
laws of civilization itself, which forbid the 
striking of peaceful citizens.” 

The Pope then expressed his grief at the 
fact that respectful letters, which had been 


addressed to President Loubet by several 
pastors, had been laid before the French 
Council of State as abusive, as if, said his 
Hichiness, there were anything wrong in 
approaching the chief of the State in order 
to draw his attention to subjects closely 
connected with the most imperious duties 
of conscience and the public weal. 


MEYER THE KAISER’S GUEST. 


American Ambassador to Italy Invited 
to Dine on His Yacht. 


NAPLES, March 27.—On the invitation of 
Emperor William, Ambassador Meyer came 
to Naples from Rome to-day and dinéd with 
his Majesty on board the German Imperial 
yacht Hohenzollern. The American Am- 
bassador sat at the right of the Emperor, 
on whose left was Father Boniface Krug, 
formerly of the Benedictine Abbey at Beat- 
ty, Penn., and now Abbot of the Abbey of 
Monte Cassino. The Ambassador and the 
Abbot were the only guests of the Emperor, 
who jokingly said that it was an American 
dinner. 

At the request of the Emperor Ambassa- 
dor Meyer accompanied him and Father 
Krug to Monte Cassino, where they visited 
the Abbey and admired the work of restora- 
tion of the famous mosaics there. 

Speaking of the condition of the Emperor, 
Ambassador Meyer said: 

“Emperor William looks extremely well, 


just as he did when I saw him at Kiel last 
Summer, His voice is as strong as ever 
and he is in excellent spirits.”’

WASHINGTON, March 27.—Information 
received at the Navy Department to-day 
from Admiral Wise at Guantanamo indi- 
cates that the Morales Government is mak- 
ing headway in the contest in Santo Do- 
mingo, the Admiral reporting that it is 
now in possession of all the ports of the 
island except the small one of Monte 
Cristi, on the north coast. 

This news was brought to Guantanamo 
by the commanding officers of the Hart- 
ford and Yankee, which have returned to 
that place from Dominican waters. They 
also report that matters are now quiet in 
Santo Domingo City, where the Topeka 
remains.

Damage amounting to $50,000, according 
to the estimate of a member of the firm,

Balcom at 108 and 110 West Forty-eighth 
Street. Costly fabrics of every description 
recently imported for the Haster trade were 
made worthless by smoke and water. The 
damage to the buildings was scarcely $500.

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FARM COLONY FOR 
DRINK AND DRUG VICTIMS 


Appeal for $150,000 to Establish 
One on Long Island. 


THE HABIT’S GREAT RAVAGES 


The Rev. Dr. J. R. Thompson and Oth- 
ers Tell Audience in Carnegie Hall 
That They Have Been Cured. 


To a large audience gathered in Carnegie 
Hall Mrs, Isabella Charles Davis of the 
International Order of King’s Daughters 
and Sons yesterday afternoon made an ap- 
peal for funds with which to establish a 
farm colony on Long Island for the re- 
demption of victims of alcoholism and the 
drug habit, and backed up her plea with 
figures showing the ravages of these 
habits, which caused a sensation. 

The meeting was held under the auspices 
of the Woman’s National Auxillary of the 
Oppenheimer Institute, of which Mrs. Da- 
vis is Vice President. Testimony was given 
by men who had been cured of drugs and 
drink, among them the Rev. Dr. John Rhey 
Thompson, at one time President of the 
University of West Virginia, who told the 
audience of his twenty years’ battle 
against the drug habit. 

The Right Rey, Charles H. Fowler, Bish- 
op of the Methodist Episcopal Church, pre- 
sided. Lady Somerset, the Rev. Dr. Charles 
H. Parkhurst, the Rev. Dr. Lee W. Beattie, 
and others sent cablegrams and letters in- 
dorsing the plans of establishing a farm 
colony for the redemption of drunkards and 
drug victims. 

Through the efforts of the Women’s Aux- 
iliary, a free clinic for the treatment of 
poor patients has been established at Madi- 
son Square Church House. The aim of es- 
tablishing a farm colony has grown out of 
experiences in connection with the work 
there, where many poor in the last stages 
of alcoholism come to be treated. Mrs. 
Davis said that during the present year 
twenty-six men who had been cured had 
fallen back into their former habits be- 
cause they had not the means with which 
to get away from old associations and often 
not for lodging or for proper nourishment. 

“There are two million men in America 
who are absolute slaves of alcoholism,” 
said Mrs. Davis. “There are twice as 
many, or almost four million men and wo- 
men—an alarming proportion of these from 
the highest ranks of our social and pro- 
fessional Ufe—who are helpless victims of 
the far more terrible drug habit. 


“Within a radius of twenty-five miles | 


from this hall there are at this moment 
75,000 such men and women. You find them 
in homes of wealth, you will find them in 
the depths of the pit, and yet there is not 
in all this broad land a single hospital that 
is open to the unfortunate victims strug- 
gling in the clutches of these destructive 
habits, which are nothing but a disease—a 
disease that can be cured, 

‘“*Give us a farm colony on Long Island 
where we can put them to work with grain 
and potatoes and chickens, and we will 
send them back to you again not in twenty 
years, as was the case with Dr. Thomp- 
son, but in one year. We need $150,000. 
Give us this amount and it will save 1,000 
men a year.”’ 

The Rev. Dr. Thompson was introduced 
by Dr. Fowler. He was pale and showed 
the traces of having gone through intense 
sullering. He told his experiences seated 
in a chair, 

“I was twenty-eight years of age,” he 
said, ‘‘when. I first saw a hypodermic 
syringe. I had been subject to nervous 
headaches since early childhood. After 
watching at the deathbed of an Elder of 
my church, the pain assailed me stro r 
than ever, and after suffering from it for 
thirty-six hours I sent for a physician. I 
told him what was the matter, and he. re- 
plied that he would give me relief in two 
minutes \ 

“He did. I thought I had found the 
elixir of life and youth. He gave me no 
warning, but sora me whenever the pain 
came upon me to take a new injection. 
It went on that way for years, and it was 
not until another physician examined me 
that I finally learned just where I stood. 

“That is just twenty-one years ago, and 
every day since that has been in endless 
struggle. In all these years I did not 
see the sun shine by day nor the stars 
by oy The love of my family had no 
meaning to me. But now I am cured of 
the habit. There is not a minute of the 
day and night, except when I am asleep, 
that I do not suffer the most excruciating 
pain from rheumatism, but I take no mor- 
—— to help me out, and I have no cray- 
ng for it. It igs the craving that is the 
pain.”’ 

Dr. J. D. Dolan, who has had charge of 
the clinic work, said that alcoholism was a 
disease occupying very much the same 
place as do pneumonia and typhoid in the 
category of medicine. 

“Some day in the future you will find on 

hysicians’ signs that they are specialists 
n alcoholism, just as we find to-day eye 
and throat specialists,’’ he said. ‘“‘ The con- 
sumption of distilled vs in this country 
last year was 117,000, gallons. That is 
20 gallons per capita, but as half of the 
people do not drink, somebody is bound to 
get more than his share. I have treated 
some men and one woman this year who 
drank five gallons of whisky each a week. 
I know they would not consume 20 drops in 
20 years now.” . 

Members of the Brotherhood of St. Luke 
composed of men who had been cured ot 
the drink habit, occupied the platform, and 
some of them relat their experiences. 

Edward A. eeqney. who is connected 
with the free clinic, in giving statistics of 
the work, explained that a of the poor 
and homeless who came to the clinic dis- 
continued taking the treatment because it 
gave them too much appetite. 


COURT REBUKES POLICEMAN. 


Should Not Have Dragged Busy Butcher 
to Station Like a Felon. 


Magistrate Higginbotham was in an in- 
dignant frame of mind yesterday in the Lee 
Avenue Court, Williamsburg, when he 
learned the circumstances under which 
Simon Schwartz, a reputable and wealthy 
butcher of 1,665 Broadway was arrested for 
a violation of the Sanitary Code. 

It was while Schwartz's store was.crowd- 
ed Saturday night that Policeman Armi- 
tage of the Ralph Avenue Station came 
along and noticed that Schwartz had some 
poultry and hams exposed at his store 
door. He placed the buteher under arrest, 
notwithstanding his protest, and marched 
him through the crowded street to a patrol 
box and thence to the Ralph Avenue Sta- 
tion, where Schwartz was kept for some 
time before he was released on bail. In 
court yesterday Magistrate Higginbotham 
said to the policeman: 

“T can hardlly believe that you dr ed 
this respectable business like a elon 
through the streets. This is indeed an out- 
rage. While Mr. Schwartz was probably 
guilty of a violation of the sanitary code, 


it was your place to either call his atten-: 


tion to it or notify him to be in court the 
next day, but not take him awaly from his 
rushing Saturday night business like a 


felon.

You 
really didn’t know your duty. I'll adjourn 
this case and parole Mr. hwartz. He 
should never have been arrested.”

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Last week’s market is a curiosity. For 
concentration of .business, for wideness 
of range in the active stocks, and for in- 
activity outside the galvanized circle the 
week is a terrible example of artificiality. 
Only seventy-two stocks moved so mpch 
as a point, although 4,427,254 shares were 
dealt in. Advances and declines were 
evenly divided among the seventy-two, 
but in the bond market there were twen- 
ty advances to five declines. 


total, leaving a pitiful remnant for the 
rest of the long list. But business was 
mose unevenly divided, even among the 
most representative dozen. Union Paci- 
fic alone contributed 899,695, or nearly 
a quarter of the quota for the dozen. 
Union Pacific ranged between 7614 and 
85, netting an advance of 5%. Southern 
Pacific was a pretty fair second in activi- 
ty and advanced 24. 

point. 
and Erie and Atchison alone enjoyed 
even such small advances. On the curb 
the Northern Securities group had a di- 
vided experience. Northern Securities 
advanced 6%, Great Northern preferred 
fell 8%, and Northern Pacific fell 514. 
Expressed in averages leading railways 
rose .21 per cent., leading industrials fell 
-19 per cent., and the Northern Securi- 
ties group on the curb fell 2.41 per cent. 
In other words, stagnation in both move- 
ment and prices for the great majority 
of stocks was the true characteristic of 
a week which gave the impression of 
great and general activity and buoyancy. 

There were, however, wide changes in 
special properties, some of which pos- 
sess significance. The decline of 101% in 
Allis-Chalmers is the result of its ambi- 
tious attempt to compete with Genera! 
Electric in its specialties. General Elec- 
tric itself rose 2 and announced a stock 
issue. Consolidated Gas rose 4, ahd was 
the sole industrial to be both active and 
strong. The insinuation was current that 
the stock was put up to make profits for 
officials who were useful in curing de- 
fects in the company’s charter. Mean- 
while the company is threatened in two 
other directions. There is a strong public 
demand for the passage of the rapid 
transit law which provides for pipe gal- 
leries contrary to the company’s view of 
its interests, and Judge Truax has re- 
served his decision upon a suit involving 
the company’s right to exclude compet- 
ing tenants from the underground ducts 
which it seeks to maintain as a monopoly 
contrary to consumers’ interests. The 
company may win out after all, but the 
chances are two to one against it. 

The volume of the bond business did 
not increase commensurately with the 
stock market’s. Steel 5 per cents were 
the most active description, falling %, in 
Sympathy with the stock, upon sales of 
2,106. Oregon Short Line participating 
fours participated in the Northern Se- 
curities excitement. Upon a business of 
2,011 bonds they ranged between 92% 
and 96, retaining an advance of 1%. 
Union Pacific convertibles were third in 
activity, advancing 1144 upon sales of 
1,933. No other description was espe- 
cially active, and the tone was not en- 
couraging to those who look to the bond 
market to forecast growth in the invest- 
ment demand.

THE MANCHESTER MARKET. 


MANCHESTER, March 27.—By mutual 
concessions there was some increase in the 
business executed on the cloth market dur- 
ing the past week, following an easier tone 
in the Liverpool market and coupled with 
the. exigencies of makers. Manufacturers 
were obliged to sell at the best prices ob- 
tainable in order to prevent the accumula- 
tion of stock and to keep their machinery 
working. 

Some orders were placed for China, but 
offers from Shanghai were mostly imprac- 
ticable. There were fair transactions in 
India fabrics in some directions, but the 
better class of shirtings was neglected. A 
miscellaneous trade was done for certain 
parts of South America. 

Prices were rather easier, being governed 
largely by the position of producers, many 
of whom will make a prolonged stoppage of 
their mills during the Easter holidays. 

Yarns were dull. There was occasional 
pressure to sell, but most of the users of 
American twists and wefts in the home 
trade operated cautiously. 


ON THE LONDON EXCHANGE. 


LONDON, March 27.—While business on 
the Stock Exchange during the past week 
was of the smallest, the general tone con- 
tinued to show a slow improvement. Cheap 
money favored a revival of buying for in- 
vestment, but still such buying was on a 
very smali scale. Japanese and Russian 
securities remained firm. 

The only approach to excitement was in 
the American market, where the disposi- 
tion of Wall Street to advance prices was 
followed until profit taking brought about 
a natural reaction. Fluctuations were ir- 
regular, and toward the end of the week 
matters quieted down. The greatest actiy- 
ity was displayed in Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific. Canadians also fluctuat- 
ed considerably, in sympathy with Amer- 
icans, 


MEXICO’S SMELTER TRUST WINS 


Biccks Competition by Buying Mines in 
Chihuahua District.

AUSTIN, Texas, March 27.—Agents of 
the American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany are said to have successfully blocked 
the plans for the establishment of an inde- 
pendent smelter at Chihuahua, Mexico, by 
the Occidental Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany by purchasing all the mines of flux- 
ing ores in that section. 

Without these fluxing ores the proposed 
smelter could not be operated. The Smelt- 
ing Trust has control of the situation and 
the independent smelter is said to have been 
abandoned.

RACE PROBLEM’S SOLUTION. 
Booker T. Washington Says It Is Sym- 


pathetic Co-operation. 


Booker T. Washington yesterday morning 
talked to an audience which tested the 
capacity of Carnegie Hall on the ‘ Results 
of Negro Education.” The lecture was de- 
livered under the auspices of the Society 
for Ethical Culture. 

“The South, out of its comparative pov- 
erty,”” said the speaker, “has contributed 
liberally to the education of the negro, The 
North has given generously. The question, 
therefore, as to the-value of that education 
is a proper one, I hold that the education 
of the negro has been a paying proposition 
from every standpoint. To, begin with, it 
has, paid’ from a strictly selfish viewpoint. 
“There are if South Africa 5,000,000 ne- 
groes, and yet the mining and other inter- 
ests of the coltntry are rapidly deteriorat- 
ing, because of the scarcity of labor. The 
South African negro refuses fo work. Why? 
because he has not been lifted up, the 
horizon of his needs has“not been broad- 
ened by .mental or manual training. His 
wants are few. .He can work one day a 
week and fill them. He refuses to work 
more. 

“There are 7,000,000 or 8,000,000 negroes 
in the Southern States who labor six days 
a week, because by contact with the white 
man and by .the uplifting influences of 
education their needs have become larger. 

“Ninety per cent. of the intelligent col- 
ored people have made up their minds to 
encourage their race to remain in the South. 
It is the most encouraging habitat of the 
black man. It should be therefore our aim 
to cultivate the confidence and sympathy 
of the people by whose side we live. Who- 


soever seeks to stir up strife between the 
races is an enemy. Je must make up 
our minds that the problems before us are 
not to be settled by emigration, extermi- 
nation, or amalgamation, but by the sym- 
pathetic co-operation of the races,”

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SAYS HE WILL GHEAT 
THE ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Burglar Brusch Has “ Infallible” 
Scheme to Kill Himself. 


SORRY HE SLEW POLICEMAN 


Had Planned to Murder Suspicious 
Watchman and Hide His Body in 
the Bakery Ice Chest. 


Michael Brusch, who shot and killed Po- 
liceman Hugh J: Enright of the East Fifty- 
first Street Station on the morning of Sun- 
day, March 20, and seriously wounded Po- 
liceman Jacob Bachman of the same sta- 
tion while they were chasing him through 
Hast Fifty-fifth Street after he had at- 
tempted to.commit a burglary at Scheel’s 
bakery at 901 Third Avenue, talked freely 
of his case in Bellevue Hospital yesterday. 
Brusch tried to kill himself to avoid being 
captured alive and fired a bullet. at. his 
head, inflicting a scalp wound and slightly 
fracturing his skull. 

‘According to Roundsman Faulkner and 
Policeman Carroll of the East. Fifty-first 
Street Station, who are guarding the -pris- 
oner, and who were instrumental in his 
capture, Brusch declared that he was sorry 
he had_killed Enright, but wished he had 
killed Watchman Henry Bechman instead. 
Bechman is a private watchman employed 
by storekeepers along Third Avenue from 
Fifty-third to Fifty-seventh Street, and it 
was he who discovered the burglary and 
began the chase after Brusch. 

“My specialty is getting into places 
through the cellar,’’ said Brusch, accord- 
ing to the policemen, ‘‘ and I had planned 
this burglary some time ahead. I hired a 
horse and wagon from Pesce, the Italian. 
About midnight Saturday I went to the 
bakery to look the ground over. While I 
was there’I saw the watchman eyeing me. 
Then I went and got a gun, and when I re- 
turned it was with the intention of killing 
Bechman if he interfered with me. I had 


the job all planned and didn't want him to 
spoil it. I thought he would follow me into 
the basement. Had he done so it was my 
intention to invite him. inside, telling him I 
was employed there, and then to kill him. 
I planned on putting his body in the ice 
chest, getting the’ goods, and making off 
with them. 

“But Bechman did not come down into 
the basement, and my only thought then 
was to escape. Had I shot him on the 
street, it. would have spoiled my plans 
anyway, so I thought it best to make a 
run for it. When I first fired at Enright I 
thought he was the watchman. When 
found: that several policemen were after 
me, 4~vhy, then I continued to fire for my 
awn protection. If I'd had a little better 
start I could have gotten away. 

“I’ve been in this country about sixteen 
years, and I haven't done a stroke of hon- 
est work since I landed. I was always a 
thief. I operated in New York and Brook- 
lyn, and my specialty was cellars. I, aid 
many good jobs in that way. 

“T have a mother and brother living in 
Germany, but I won't tell where. 

** You think I'm going to die in the elec- 


tric chair for this job, but I'm going to fool, 


you. If.you want to,make a safe bet, just 
bet all you can scrape up that I won't die 
in the chairs I've been thinking of a plan 
to cheat the chair all this week, and I've 
got it all thought out. Just as soon as they 
pronounce the death sentence on me, then 
I will kill myself. You can watch me all 
you like, but that won’t stop me. My plan 
can’t be beaten.” 


NOT TO MARRY DIVORCEES. 


Dr..Houghton Prepares Blanks to be 
Filled Out by Contracting Parties. 


Those seeking hereafter to have their 
matrimonial knots tied in the Church of the 
Transfiguration, also known as the “ Lit- 
tle Church Around the Corner,” are likely 
to find that task less easy than it has been 
in the past. The Rev. Dr. Houghton has 
resolved that there shall be no more mis-

understandings, if he can help it, between } 


himself and the brides and bridegrooms who 
come to him to be married. Accordingly, 
all such persons will be required, from now 
on, to fill out satisfactorily a blank form 
intended to bring out fully all of the facts 
which a clergyman should know before 
performing the marriage ceremony. Then 
the answers must be sworn to by the par- 
ties involved. ‘ 

The new rule also provides that all per- 
sons before being married shall read the 
following ‘definitions from a dictionary: 


SPINSTER—An unmarried or single woman. 

WIDOW—A woman who has lost her husband 
by death and has not married again. 

BACHELOR—A man of any age who has not 


been married. 
WIDOWER—A man who has lost his wife by 


déath and has not married again. 

‘“My purpose,” said Dr. Houghton in ex- 
planation of his new course, “is to prevent 
young girls from taking false steps into 
matrimony and to avoid uniting divorced 


persons. I have often found it necessary to 
ask women who said they were widows 
whether their husbands were dead. Some 
women seem to think they are widows even 
if their husbands are alive, because they 
feel, doubtless, that the husbands are dead 
so far as they are concerned. I shall insist 
that brides and bridegrooms under the age, 
or barely beyond the age, at which they 
may marry. secure their parents’ or guar- 
dians’ written consent, duly sworn to by 
a notary, if the parents or guardians can- 
not be present in person. I intend to make 
Jove and. right walk hand in hand.

CARRIED BODY IN STREETS. 


Three Italians Who Had an Uncoffined 
Dead Man Were Arrested. 


Three Italians were arrested at Jackson 
Avenue and Fourth Street, Long tsland 
City, yesterday, while making an effort, 
aided by a fourth man, who escaped, to 
convey the uncoffined body of a man 
through the frequented streets toward New- 
town Creek. The men said they expected 
to cross the bridge over the creek and cén- 
vey the body to the house of Antonio Cello, 
one of the prisoners and the father of the 
man who had died at 109 Third Street, 
Greenpoint. 

Edward Tuite, Daniel F. Dunn, Patrick 
McDonough, and William ‘Fletcher, boys 
living in the neighborhood, noticed the four 
men with their strange burden, and ran to’ 
the police station in Jackson Avenue. They 
told what they had seen, and a policeman 
was sent to investigate their story. As 
the policeman approached one man fled, 
but the*others paused to place the, body 
on the sidewalk and were captured. 

In explanation of. their conduct, the old- 
est man said the form was that of his 
son; that he was drunk, and that they were 
simply carrying him home. The police- 
man sent to a near-by drug store to have 
an ambulance summoned, and Drs. Fry and 
McKenna, who were in the drug store, 
walked ‘to where the group was. They said 
the man had been dead for a considerable 
time, 

The body was removed to the Seventy- 
fifth Precinct Station, and the men said 
it was that of Savrio Cello, seventeen years 
old, of 73 Fourth Street, Long Island City. 
The prisogers gave their names as Vionio 
Gerarda of 73 Fourth Street, John Konkely 
of 68 Fourth Street, and Antonio Cello 
of 109 Third Street, Greenpoint. 

At the boarding house 73 Fourth Street 
the police learned that the younger Cello 
had been drinking heavily for somé time, 
and had died in the afternoon. They could 
obtain no explanation as to why it was 
sought to remove the body to Greenpoint in 
such a manner.

Inasmuch, Mr. King says, as New York 
City is the Clearing House of the country 
for mail matter as well as for banks 
and other institutions, its postal facilities 
should be unsurpassed, and that whatever 
is done to increase these facilities will 
benefit materially merchants and manu- 
facturers rot onfy in New York, but in all 
parts of the United States. 


SCHOONER’S HARD LUCK TRIP. 


Blocks Central Bridge for Twelve Hours, 
Then Goes Aground Again. 


After delaying traffic for twelve hours 
the big four-masted schooner Charles L. 
Davenport, which stuck in the mud In the 
Harlem River while passing through Cen- 
tral Bridge at 6 o'clock Saturday’ night, 
preventing the closing of the draw, was 
floated off at high tide yesterday morning, 
only to go aground again. 

The draw was open all night, and pedes- 
trians were forced to seek a crossing by 
way of the New York and Northern Rail- 
road Bridge at One Hundred and Fifty- 
eighth Street, while vehicles were obliged 
to go south to the Madison Avenue Bridge, 
at One Hundred and Thirty-eighth Street.

A hostile demonstration was made by a 
crowd of Italians against the motorman of 
a Marcy Avenue trolley car in Williamsburg 
yesterday afternoon because the car ‘had 
run down and seriously injured four-year- 
old Dominico Giardello of 447 Marcy Ave- 
nue. The child was crossing the roadway 
in front of 438 Marcy Avenue, when the 
fender of the car struck him and he fell. 
The car was going down an incline, and, be- 
fore the motorman could stop it the child 
went under, and a wheel passed over his 
right foot, crushing it.

He wounded James Me- 
laney,- who died in the Roosevelt Hospital 
yesterday morning. The Magistrate held 
Gilligan on a charge of homicide and pa- 
roled him in the custody of his precinct 
commander, Capt. Hayes. 

Whiston was arraigned in the same court, 
and when called to the stand waived exami- 
nation. He was held for trial in default of 
$1,000 bail. 

‘It was a few minutes before 12 o'clock 
last night,’’ said Gilligan, ‘“‘ when about 
half a dozen intoxicated men were turned 
out of the saloon at Fiftieth Street and 
Tenth Avenue. In the crowd were Melaney 
arfd Whiston. Whiston soon became very

boisterous, and after I had cautioned him, | 
I decided to take him to the station house. | 


“No sdoner did I place Whiston under 
arrest than the whole mob was upon me. 
Several of them grabbed for my 
stick, and it was wrested from me, 
man who get :t being Whiston. 

“In a little while I had been beaten to 
the wall, with the mob on top of me, beat- 
ing me with sticks, rocks, &c. My helmet 
was battered to pieces and my clothes were 
torn in several places, while my face and 
head were bieeding and I was bruised all 
over the body. I yelled to the crowd that 
I would be compelléd to shoot unless the 
fight ended right away. I had been beaten 


to my knees, and, although the mob was 
still upor me, I made a desperate attempt 
and managed to get to my feet. Then I 
saw one of the’ men coming at me with a 
shovel, and I did not hesitate any longer. 
I pulled my pistol and fired just as the re- 
serves under Roundsman Brady came up.” 

At the West Forty-seventh Street Station 
yesterday it was said that Gilligan was one 
of the most reliable men in the command. 
He has been on the force eight years, and 
was born within a block of the-place where 
the fight occurred. ‘
